Mayor cites 
employment 
concerns...

NEWTON — One of Mayor Theodore D. Mann’s 
main concerns in 1983 is with ‘positive action to 
substantially reduce unemployment in the coun- 
try,” he said in an interview last week. 

Mann said the nation’s economic distress has 
hit in Newton and that he has advocated 
measures to provide emergency food, clothing 
and shelter for those hardest hit. 

Several weeks ago, he attended a special 
meeting of the nation’s mayors at which 
emergency assistance was the major concern. 
He came back from the session advocating that 
surplus food and public works jobs be made 
available to the city’s unemployed citizens. 

Listing other concerns he anticipates in 1983, 
Mann said he would like ‘“‘to find more ways to 
meet the housing needs of the young. the elderly 
and the handicapped.” 

The Board of Aldermen is presently consider- 
ing Mann's proposal for the city to purchase the 
former St. Jean’s School in Nonantum to build a 
46-unit housing development. The plan would in- 
clude elderly and handicapped housing, along 
with subsidized family housing. 

In the past year the mayor was instrumental in 
obtaining more than $4 million in federal funds 
for a comparable project in the old Weeks Jr.

NEWTON Board of Aldermen President 
Matthew Jefferson, the man whose job it is to 
keep the state’s largest municipal government 
body in the mainstream of city business, admits 
he’s had little time to ponder the coming year, 
but he does have a sort of ‘‘dream sheet” of his 
own.

would not reveal the exact loca- 
tions. 

“This is a very exciting concept to 
find water in a city where everyone 
assumes the available sites were 
developed or paved over years 
ago,” he said. 

In its search for water supplies, 
IEP made test drills, geological 
studies and sent seismic waves into 
the ground measuring the time they 
took to ‘‘refract’’ back, said Mulica. 
The final study is a colored map-like

According to Mulica, the MDC 
has been encouraging its 34 
member communities to search for 
supplemental water supplies.

As elder affairs secretary 


Rowland eager 
for ‘inside’ look

WEST NEWTON — Richard 
Rowland, the new state Secretary of 
Elder Affairs, and long-time ad- 
vocate for the elderly, said it will be 
different to work for the elderly 
from ‘the inside” but he is looking 
forward to the challenge. 

“There are a lot of people I can 
call on for help,” said Rowland, 
Governor-elect Michael Dukakis’ 
choice to head the Department of 
Elder Affairs. ‘People already 
have been very supportive in offer- 
ing their help.” 

Rowland, 51, of West Newton, ex- 
ecutive director of the 
Massachusetts Association of Older 
Americans, was named last Thurs- 
day by Dukakis to the cabinet post. 

In a telephone interview Monday, 
Rowland said that among his 


priorities will be a push to increase 
wages for homemakers employed 
by the state’s 27 home care corpora- 
tions, which serve 40,000 elders. 

“The homemakers should be 
making more money,’ Rowland 
said. ‘‘We pay more to people who 
wash cars and dishes than to those 
who care for frail, elderly people. 
They’re not even paid moderately 
well,” 

Homemakers now earn $3.35 an 
hour which Rowland favors increas- 
ing by putting more money into the 
state’s homemaker program. 


Rowland, a 14-year resident of 
West Newton, said he is exploring 
possible tax breaks and homemaker 
services as ways of assisting 
families caring for elderly relatives 
at home. 

Rowland said he is concerned that

Aldermanic raise 
proposal debated 


NEWTON — The Board of 
Aldermen sent a proposal to appoint 
a “blue ribbon committee’ to 
discuss the possibility of pay raises 
for the mayor and the alderman 
back to the Finance Committee 
Monday night, but not before a 
debate on the advisability of such a 
move in an election year, 

“This is an ill-gotten time for this 
item,” Alderman Robert Tennant 
told the board. ‘I defy any of you, 
when you're running for re-election 
this fall, to explain why you voted 
for a salary increase.” 

President Matthew Jefferson said 
he was ‘willing to take the heat”’ for 
voting for a wage increase. 

“Even in the face of Proposition 
242, all the people working for the ci- 


ty have come in for some sort of 
raise,” Jefferson said. He sug- 
gested the mayor and aldermen 
“should at least be given the same 
consideration.”” 

He added he was willing to tell his 
constituents he voted for an in- 
crease because he thought it was 
fair. 

Several aldermen agreed with 
Tennant, who said, ‘There's no 
question the mayor is underpaid." 


Alderman Ethel Sheehan said the 
mayor's salary was “ridiculous,” 
She also pointed out ‘the inequality 
of the work product of the 24 
aldermen is obvious.

Jefferson called the commission’s proposal 
“reasonable and worthwhile,”’ adding, “‘We need 
to free up some of the larger housing in the city.”” 
He also said that he was looking forward to alder- 
manic action which will ‘‘scale down Ordinance 
30.” 

The city ordinance presently requires a lot of 
20,000 square feet for every single-family 
residence. Under the ordinance, a house would be 
required to be on a 40,000 square foct lot to be 
eligible for an accessory dwelling, according to 
Jefferson. 

Jefferson would advocate a blanket amnesty on 
all existing accessory apartments with the 
stipulation that they be brought in line with 
health, fire and building codes. This would bring 
the city added housing and additional property 
taxes, he said. 

The president of the board said he was also 
looking forward to aldermanic action on an item 
he docketed months ago which would require that 
the board be informed of any changes in city con- 
tracts which it has already approved. 

He explained, when he first submitted the item 
earlier in the year, that changes in the city’s con- 
tract with Finnegan Associates, the Acton-based 
firm which conducted the controversial citywide 
revaluation, prompted him to bring the matter 
before the board. 

While he is ‘‘counting on both sides to get 
together” in ongoing contract talks, Jefferson 
said the aldermen ‘don't belong” in the collec- 
tive bargaining process. ‘‘We can only approve 
the negotiated contract,”’ he said. ‘‘That’s our 
role.” 
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Six homeless 
after blaze on 
New Year’s Eve

NEWTON — Six persons may be homeless 
after a fire caused an estimated $75,000 to 
$100,000 damage to their 25-room home at 315 
Waverley Ave., on New Year's Eve. 

A police officer was injured when he responded 
to the blaze which sent Patricia Frascatore and 
her daughter fleeing for their lives, according to 
Asst. Fire Chief Bernard J. Goulding. 

Goulding said about four other persons lived in 
the house but were not home when the fire was 
discovered shortly before 7 p.m. He did not know 
where any of them were staying in the wake of 
the fire. 

Goulding said the fire was caused by faulty 
lights on a Christmas tree. 

According to police, the Frascatores found the 
fire when they heard smoke detectors and went 
into a first-floor family room to find their 
Christmas tree afire. They phoned the Fire 
Department and fled the flames. 

Goulding said heavy smoke and fire were show- 
ing when Engines 3, 6 and Ladder 3 arrived at the 
2%-story brick single-family home. 

“The fire was at the point of taking off’’ to 
spread to other floors, Goulding said. ‘‘We got 
there just in time to make a good stop.”” 

But almost on arrival, Goulding was told 
Frascatore’s son was trapped on the third floor of 
the home. Three police officers already had tried 
to get to the third floor looking for the man but 
were driven back by dense smoke, police said. 
Police do not carry oxygen masks. 

Goulding reported a working fire to head- 
quarters prompting Engine 4, Ladder 2 and Fire 
Chief Edward B. Reilly Jr. to go to the scene to 
help. Meanwhile, firefighters with masks were 
searching upper floors for the Frascatore man 
while other firefighters battled flames below. 
The searchers found nobody there. 


“If he had been trapped up there,”’ Goulding 
said, “‘he would have been killed. The smoke and 
gasses and extreme heat would have killed bim.”” 


It was about 45 minutes before the fire was 
brought under control, Goulding said, and 
another hour elapsed before the fire was declared 
extinguished. Two fire companies stayed 30 
minutes more to cover windows and clean up. 


Goulding said the family room where the fire 
began was gutted and an adjacent dining room 
was heavily damaged by fire. The flames did not 
spread to upper floors but they still were exten- 
sively damaged by smoke, he said. 


“Every one of the 25 rooms is going to have to 
be (renovated),’’ Goulding said. ‘‘And with the 
two heavily damaged fire rooms, there was 
$75,000 to $100,000 damage.” 


Patrolman Brian Henderson was treated at 
Newton-Wellesley Hospital for a facial cut he suf- 
fered when an unknown object near him shat- 
tered while he was looking for the man he thought 
was trapped upstairs.

The MDC is conducting long 
range water supplies of its member 
communities with special emphasis 
on nine, ace ng to Chief Water 
Planner Patricia Corcoran. 

“One of (the communities being 
studied) is Newton where there are 
abandoned sources of water,’ said 
Corcoran. A report is expected to be 
released by the end of January, she 
added. 








The location of the wells being 
studied in Newton are near 
Needham reet, south toward 
Dedham, Corcoran said last week. 
The wells were last used 1953 and 
were developed between 1875 and 
1938, she said. 

Wells in Waltham removed from 
normal service in 1949, located 
along the Charles River south of 
Mount Feake Cemetery near the 
Weston line, are being looked at as 
well, said Corcoran. 

The United States Geological 
Survey agency is doing a study of 
water supplies in relation to the 
Charles River and the results are 
expected soon, said Corcoran.

He showed he had 
‘the right stuff’ 


In his book “The Right Stuff,’’ author 
Tom Wolfe expounds on the iron will and 
steely nerves which made America’s early 
test pilots - and eventual astronauts - a lit- 
tle different from the rest of us. 


With a writer’s fascination and maybe a 
bit of envy, Wolfe documented the hopes 
and lives of those in the early days of 
NASA’s space program. 


It was a time when kids still really 
thought about growing up to be astronauts. 
A youngster in the know could rattle off the 
names of astronauts, the missions they 
flew, the success, or failure, of their 
flights. 


By Tom Wolfe’s definition, ‘‘The Right 
Stuff’’ evolved early in the program when 
heroes were still squeaky clean and every 

—kid-could grow up to fly to the moon. 


Former astronaut and Congressman- 
elect Jack Swigert of Colorado was one of 
those who showed the humble nature and 
madman’s determination which not only 
put people into space, but gave them a 
place in the dreams of boys and girls. 


Swigert died last week of bone marrow 
cancer, only a week before he was to be 
sworn into office. 


Swigert, remembered by fellow former 
astronaut Sen. John Glenn as ‘‘a man of 
tremendous bravery’’, was candid about 
his disease during the campaign and 
selfless about his earlier career as a man 
whose name was carved into NASA 
history. 


Swigert had ‘‘the right stuff”’ of which 
Tom Wolfe wrote. But he demonstrated in 
his choice of a career in politics, his 
valiant fight against cancer, and his can- 
dor while in the public light, that he had 
much more than the norma! stuff of which 
stars are made. 


Swigert showed that he was a fighter, no 
more, no less. And he showed that even to- 
day, we can still have heroes.

In order to make sure the decision 
is not made by the weather before 
then, the officers of the Hyde School 
Fund, Jeff Swope and Paul Croce, 
wrote recently to the more than 100 
contributors to the fund asking for 
consent to pay for a protective roof. 

Swope said Thursday the 
response has been ov rwhelmingly 
in favor of paying for the roof. “We 
have received only a few objec- 
tion: said Swope, who is co- 
president of the Hyde PTA with his 
wife, Linda.

Sunday sales could up assessments

As if the assessors 
did not have their hands full 
already, the recently approved 
repeal of the state’s “blue laws,” 
which had most retail stores closed 
on Sundays, promises to give them 
another complicated problem to 
solve. 

With the stores open one more day 
a week, it is probable that their in- 
comes and their fair market values 
will go up, according to Harold 
Brady of the Assessing Depart- 
ment. 

“If their incomes improve con- 
siderably, their evaluations will 
have to be upgraded and they will 
have to pay more property taxes,”’ 
he said.

now,”’ Brady added. ‘‘At the end of 
the year, we'll be getting income 
Statements from them, and we'll 
find out if this has increased their 
income. We'll compare a couple of 
years and see what happens.”’ 

If the incomes reported are 
significantly higher, Brady said, 
there would be ‘‘a possibility” the 
businesses’ assessed values would 
be changed. 

Commercial properties already 
pay a 150-percent assessment in the 
city, as opposed to residential pro- 
perties, which pay 100 percent. 

Brady said the possibility of rais- 
ing commercial evaluations in 
response to the repeal of the “blue 
laws"’ was one of several matters he 
is looking forward to discussing 
with Chief Assessor Robert Palmer 
when he returns from vacation.

Professor's concept 
leads to new planning 


at the Babson Library 


WELLESLEY — Professor Ashok 
Rao of Magnolia Ave., Newton, 
associate professor of 
mathematics/science at Babson 
College, originated a concept of 
cooperation between the educa- 
tional and corporate worlds which 
has found fruition in the establish- 
ment of a special library collection 
of materials relating to production 
and inventory management at Horn 
Library, Babson College. 

As president of the American Pro- 
duction and Inventory Control 
Society's (APICS) Boston Chapter, 
Rao spearheaded a proposal by 
which the Boston chapter has given 
Babson College’s Horn Library a 
grant for the acquisition of 
materials related to this manage- 
ment field.

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‘Hugging’ psychiatrist wins his court battle

NEWTON — A judge ruled Friday 
a Newton psychiatrist, fired from a 
Lynn hospital two years ago for 
talking to reporters about his 
patient-hugging practices, deserves 
unemployment compensation. 

Dr. Daniel Murrow, a 20-year 
Newton resident, is now working 
part time with Lynn and Saugus 
mental health clinics which his 
former patients formed following 
his Jan. 24, 1981, dismissal from 
Union Hospital. 

Murrow, 57, of Newton Highlands, 
says he is still hugging his patients, 





and Newton District Court Judge 
Paul Chernoff has ordered that he 
receive unemployment benefits 
which he was denied by state 
unemployment officials. 

Court records show Murrow was 
first suspended on Jan. 23, 1981, by 
Anthony Raynes, clinic director, 
because he hugged a patient after 
being told several months earlier to 
cease the practice. Upon hearing 
about Murrow’s suspension, two 
television news reporters went to 
the hospital and interviewed Mur- 
row about hugging patients as a 
method of therapy 

The following day Murrow was 


fired because he had not received 
administrative permission to talk to 
reporters, court records show. 

The state Division of Employ- 
ment Security (DES) denied Mur- 
row unemployment benefits 
because he acted ‘in willful 
disregard” of the hospital’s in- 
terests, records show. 

However, Judge Chernoff said 
Murrow had not sought media at- 
tention. Chernoff also said the 
hospital’s public relations policy, 
though explained in an ad- 
ministrative manual, was not given 
to employees individually. 

The judge said further that Mur- 


fow’s remarks to the news 
reporters did not ‘downgrade, 
criticize or embarass’’ the hospital 
and thus did not constitute willful 
disregard of the hospital as the DES 
Stated, 

Murrow said Sunday night he 
thought Judge Chernoff’s decision 
was “wonderful’’ but would not seek 
back his job at Union Hospital. 

“IT really feel that I’ve just 
outgrown it. It would be like a shoe 
that no longer fits. Creativity is 
restricted (at the clinic). Some of 
the people (patients) who 1 saw 
when I worked there also thought 
the hospital was too restrictive,” 


Murrow said in a telephone inter- 
view. 

Murrow said he is not certain how 
much back unemployment pay he 
will receive. 


A Union Hospital telephone recep- 
tionist said Friday that Raynes was 
unavailable for comment. An at- 
torney representing DES declined 
to comment Friday on the case 
because he had not received a copy 
of the decision. Jane Alpern, Mur- 
row’s attorney, could not be reach- 
ed for comment. 


“So much good has come from 
this experience,"’ said Murrow, who 


is the father of three daughters, ag- 
ed 18 to 23 

Murrow said he has received 
many letters from therapists and 
judges around the country who 
favor hugging as a practice in 
therapy. 


Murrow, who was employed by 
the hospital for nine years, said he 
practices hugging as a ‘‘gesture of 
trust and confidence.” 


Murrow added that Fred Small, 
an attorney and folk singer, wrote 
and recorded a song called ‘‘The 
Hug,’’ which describes Murrow’s 
experience.

During the last 13 years, the 
Newton schools lost 395 professional 
staff positions, a 32 percent drop. 
Contrasted to that dramatic 
decline, the system was able to in- 
crease the percentage of minority 
professionals by 105 percent or 41 
positions, 

Of the 727 teachers in the Newton 
schools, the number of minority 
teachers is 70 or 9.6 percent of the 
total. Four of Newton’s elementary 
principals are from minority 
groups. 

Newton's holding power over the 
past 12 years was also praised in the 
state report. The retention rate for 
minority staff has been at 80 per- 
cent compared with an overall rate 
of 70 percent. 

According to Dr. Tom O’Conor, 
affirmative action officer for the 
School Department's personnel of- 
fice, most of Newton’s minority 
teachers and administrators are 
black

Teachers gain ten 
chusetts after three years. 
Newton has been able to keep its 
minority staffing on the increase 
because it bases layoffs on more 
than seniority. Consideration is 
given to length of service as well as 
recent evaluations, certification, 
experience within the discipline the 
person is teaching, and the needs of 
the system. 

Newton's affirmative-action 
record is also the result of a national 
recruiting network developed along 
with nearby communities. O'Conor 
said a network has been established 
with “all conceivable sour and 
institutions that are preparing 
teachers. ‘‘That is very valuable 
and it has given placement of 
minority teachers in the Boston 
area high credibility,” he said. 

O’Conor praised the work of 
Newton’s Oak Hill Elementary 
Principal Sam Turner, Al Fortune 
of the Devotion School in Brookline 
and William Sheridan, director of 
personnel for the Brookline schools, 
for helping to establish the exten- 
sive recruiting network.

changes this year in the social 
security system are equitable. 

“The elderly should not unfairly 
take cuts in benefits to balance the 
federal budget,” Rowland said. 

Some $150-200 billion is needed to 
keep the federal Social Security 
system solvent, Rowland said. The 
Reagan administration favors cut- 
backs in benefits while resisting an 
increase in the social security tax, 
he said. A compromise must be 
reached because Congress has 
already borrowed funds from two 
trusts to keep the social security 
system functioning, the new 
secretary said. 

“The president so far has been un- 
willing to take cuts in the defense 
budget,” Rowland said. ‘‘I think we 
are going to have to cut back on 
defense spending in order to fund 
social security. It’s not an easy 
issue. It’s the old guns and butter 
issue.” 

The state's hot meals program 





suffers from a lack of transporta- 
tion for elders, Rowland said, ad- 
ding that he favors an expansion of 
the statewide Meals on Wheels pro- 
gram for home-bound seniors. 

Rowland said he favors coopera- 
tion between public and private in- 
dustry because “human services 
compete for dollars to build roads 
and whatever else.””

Rep, DeNucci stated, “I am 
pleased that Gov. King has signed 
this legislation into law. Elderly 


abuse is a serious problem which 
has only begun to reach public 
awareness in the past few yea 
This law will provide both protec- 
tion and services to victims. 

“Importantly, this bill does not 
create a new bureaucracy, Rather, 
it establishes a protective services 
network through the homecare 
agencies. This part of the proposal 
is essential,’’ DeNucci said, 
“because without support services, 
victims of abuse do not have 
realistic options apart from nursing 
home placement.” 

The law also ensures input in 
developing these protective ser 
vices from the Department of Social 
Services, existing adult protective 
service agencies and other agencies 
currently involved in the provision 
of social, health, legal, nutritional 
and other services to the elderly

Thomas J. Naughton, 39 


LEXINGTON — Thomas J. Naughton, 39, a Newton native and three- 
year president of the Lexington Education Assocation, died suddenly 
Christmas Eve at Symmes Hospital in Arlington. 

Mr. Naughton was graduated from Our Lady Help of Christians High 
School in Newton in 1961, and received a bachelor of science degree with 
honors from Boston State College in 1967, a masters degree in psychology 
from Boston College in 1975, and completed work for a doctorate in child 


psychology in 1977. 


Among his survivors, his mother, Margaret (Shaughnessy) and his siter, 


Mary Bertrand, both res: 


ide in Newton. 


While in the LEA post from September 1979 to June 1982 (the longest term 
of any LEA president since the group’s inception in the 1920s), Mr. 
Naughton was well-known by the community as a controversial figure who 
advocated many varied causes. 

In June of 1982, he declined to seek another term as LEA president, in 
stead devoting more time to his work as a special needs teacher and to his 


family. 


His involvement in the LEA followed his role as vice-president of the 
Teachers’ Club in his previous residence of Wilmington, Vermont, where he 
began his teaching career. When he moved to Lexington in 1969, Mr. 
Naughton became a treasurer for the LEA through 1982. 

Shortly after his retirement from the LEA presidency, Mr. Naughton was 
one of 15,000 delegates at a National Educators Assn. meeting in Los 
Angeles. He had served as a delegate to the Massachusetts Teachers Assn. 
and the NEA for several years, as well as being involved with MTA com- 
mittees and serving as a member of the MTA credit union board of direc- 


tors. 


In addition to his mother and sister, Mr. Naughton is survived by his wife, 
Elizabeth, his children, Kelly Lochridge, 15, Wendy Lochridge, 11, and 
Christopher, 6, his mother, Margaret (Shaughnessy) of Newton and a 
sister, Mary Bertrand of Newton.

The state Supreme Judicial Court ruled four 
years ago that municipalities had to bring pro- 
perty assessments up to 100 percent of full 
market value. 

Mann said the recent published reports put into 
perspective previous detailed accounts of the 
many problems the city has had in its attempt to 
achieve an equitable revaluation. 

Two requests from Newton's Assessing Depart- 
ment for additional funding to process abatement 
applications recently prompted aldermen to call 
for an independent audit of the department's pro- 
cedures. 

The mayor noted the difficulty that Boston, 
Cambridge, Worcester, Somerville and Spr- 
ingfield have had getting certified by the Depart- 
ment of Revenue, and quickly estimated some of 
the mammoth costs incurred because of their 
delinquencies. He said they will have to borrow 


millions against the anticipated tax revenues and 
added that, because they do not enjoy the AAA 
credit rating Newton does, they will have to pay 
some very high interest rates. 

Mann said, ‘‘Our assessors were given the 
financial support from the Board of Aldermen 
and the administration and were able to complete 
the revaluation within the mandatory timetable, 
thereby helping us to avoid hundreds of 
thousands of dollars in additional bonding costs.”’ 

He added, ‘Communities going through 
revaluation don’t have their assessing depart- 
ments winning popularity contest, but, 
nonetheless, despite all the problems and the 
many individual tax bills which need adjustment, 
the Newton community has weathered the storm. 

According to the mayor, the city had ‘‘the best 
performance” in the state in the often painful 
revaluation process, and was ‘‘the least affected 
by cutbacks,” 


Census forms are in the mail 


NEWTON — More than 28,000 city census 
forms for 1983 are in the mail, according to Elec- 
issioner Alan W. Licarie. 

This year’s forms, designed to depict the 
demographic makeup of the city in detail and to 
allow citizen input on the quality of city services, 
are part of the ‘constant massaging of data’’ 
which Licarie describes as the primary respon- 
sibility of his department. 

Filling out the demographic part of the census 
is required by Massachusetts General Laws. It 
must be filled out and returned to the Election 
Commission within seven days. 

Licarie appealed to all residents to return the 
forms on time in order to avoid unnecessary costs 
to the city. 

“Tf I have to start chasing them down, it’s go- 
ing to cost some money,” he said. In a cover let- 
ter which accompanies the form, he explained in 
bold-faced type, ‘Failure to respond by the 
deadline will require us to send a police officer to 
your home to collect the necessary information.”’ 





Part two of the questionnaire, which residents 
are not required by law to fill out, is designed to 
“assist the city in improving its services.” 
Residents are asked to rate services ‘‘good, fair, 
poor, don’t know.” 

The areas of service being assessed are 
“Protection, Planning and Development, Edu 
tion, Physical Plant, Health and Social Servic 
Recreation.” ; 

A separate section asks residents for their opi- 
nions of city child care facilities, public lighting 
— specifically their reaction to new, high 
pressure sodium lighting being tried out in 
several sections of the city — and school enroll- 
ment, 

Licarie emphasized that citizens’ responses in 
the in the area of school enrollment are crucial to 
ongoing deliberations as to which facilities 
should be closed to cut costs. He added that the 
results of last year’s poll on school enrollment 
has been an important part of this year’s 
decision-making process.

NEWTON — The problem of matching 
the city’s constantly increasing needs 
with its economic means — dwindling as a 
result of Proposition 2% and 
Reaganomics — promises to generate the 
major issues city officials face in 1983. 

One of the main events of the year, the 
city election in November, will be directly 
affected by how city officials decide to do 
“the most good for the most people’’ with 
diminished funds 

A proposal by Mayor Theodore D. Mann 
to save the city millions over the next four 
years by consigning curbside trash pickup 
to a private contractor promises to be a 
good example of the city’s quandary 

While officials are concerned with say- 
ing money, they are also concerned with 
maintaining the quality of a service rank- 
ed high by residents and with avoiding ad- 
ding city sanitation workers to the 
already swollen ranks of the unemployed. 

The mayor has already announced that 
last minute efforts by representatives of 
the sanitation workers to match the bids 





of private contractors have fallen short of 
the mark. He has predicted radical cut- 


. backs in the department if the aldermen 


do not approve his proposal to farm out 
the service. 

The economic squeeze will also be 
crucial to ongoing negotiations with 11 of 
the city's 12 unions, The teachers have 
settled for a contract which offers them a 
5.5 percent raise each year for two years, 
but the other unions still have to press 
their demands. 

Decreasing enrollment and funds will 
see the Warren Jr. High abandoned as of 
this coming June, and there is already a 
full spectrum of opinions as to its re-use. 


Suggestions it be used as a site for anew 
main library have elicited an unqualified 
“never” from library trustees, who plan 
to offer a detailed proposal for a new $7 
million structure to be built near City 
Hall. 

The changing needs of the city already 
have several municipal buildings sitting 
idle, with no definite plans for their 
revitalization and re-use.

A two-year contract between Local 454, which 
represents 109 custodians and 52 cafeteria 
workers, expired at the beginning of July. With 
ratification of a new contract between the School 
administrators’ unit of the Newton Teachers’ 
Association and the School Department last 
week, the custodians became the last school 
union without a new contract 

In a letter from Local 454 Secretary Carmine 
Testa to school Superintendent John Strand, 
dated Jan. 5, union officials claimed the Newton 
School Committee ‘‘is not sincerely interested in 
dealing with our group in a fair and equitable 
manner as they did with the other (school 
unions).”’ 

The letter said union members had decided to 
refuse overtime as of Jan. 7, ‘‘an action we are 
very reluctant to take.”’ 

Local 454 member and spokesman Robert 
Robards said Friday the old contract (which is 
being extended as negotiation continues) states 
“overtime work shall be voluntary except in the 
case of anemergency.” 

That statement is contained in a section of the 
contract on overtime, but O’Conor said overtime 
is nevertheless ‘‘within the control of manage- 
ment.”

“When a contract says overtime shall be volun- 
tary,” O’Conor said, ‘it means that the in- 
dividual custodian, given a reasonable excuse, 
may not be able to accept an assignment of over- 
time.”’ 

“But overtime is, of its very nature, discre- 
tionary and within the control of management as 
assigned to meet educational needs or for pur- 
poses of public access to school facilities,’ the 
school official said. 

Robards said the union’s rank and file had con- 
cluded the School Committee was not bargaining 
“in good faith.” Although the next bargaining 
session is slated for Jan. 21, Robards said the 
union would like to reopen the talks ‘‘as soon as 
possible to get this settled and signed. 

Robards said union members were frustrated 
at having been the first school union to have its 
contract expire, and the last to reach agreement 
on a new pact. 

Referring to the refusal of overtime, he said, 
“This is a very tough action to take. It is the 
ultimate we can take under the law.”’ 

“It's an inconvenience to the taxpayers who 
use the (school properties and we regret that,”’ 
Robards said. ‘‘But all we ask for is to sit down 
with the (school administration0 negotiators and 
try to reach an agreement.” 

The School Department’s decision to maintain 
heating and lighting over the weekend as if 
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buildings were occupied by students will not be 
without its cost 

The city’s Energy Manager, Mike Kuklinski, 
said the measure taken by school Officials would 
use significant amounts of energy if only in effect 
for two weekends

students 25 percent of the time, according to 
Kuklinski, and when not occupied by students, 
nearly all lights are off and heating is turned 
down to a night setting

ski said the energy usage could ‘‘theoretivally”

Other than that comparison, Kuklinski said the 
cost was ‘‘very difficult .o quantify”’ at this point, 

The School Department's Director of Support 
Services, Roy Cornelius, said the action was be- 
ing taken ‘‘for the safety of the buildings.” 

“If it gets very cold this weekend and the boiler 
trips up, I don’t have a custodian who will go in to 
check,’’ Cornelius said as one example of situa- 
tion which required the measure. 

With heat in buildings set at the higher ‘‘day”’ 
setting, it would take a longer time for the 
buildings to cool down if such a situation should 
occur and it is unlikely pipes would be damaged. 
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City could save 
$118,000 on private 
school bus for kids

NEWTON — The Newton schools could save $118,000 next year as the 
result of a recent court decision which dramatically reduces public school 
systems’ responsibility to provide transportation to private school 
children. 

A state Supreme Judicial Court decision, in a case where a group of 
citizens filed suit against the Essex school board over transportation to 
private schools, changes the criteria by which a school system must pro- 
vide private school transportation, 

The change represents a 180 degree shift in the court interpretation of the 
school a child is ‘entitled’ to attend. Previously, the courts said a child was 
entitled to transportation to the school of his choice 

If a child wanted to go to a private school within his city or town, he was 
eligible for transportation from the public school system under the same 
state-mandated distance and safety criteria used for public school 
children,

Rise in vandalism 
must be monitored 


Recent figures released by the Anti- 
Defamation League of B’nai B’rith in- 
dicate an increase in incidents of anti- 
Semitic vandalism for 1982 in 
Massachusetts. 


The rise, from 59 incidents in 1981 to 62 
last year, is small but this watchdog group 
takes each incident seriously. 


Nationally, the survey showed a drop in 
anti-Semitic acts from 974 in 31 states in 
1981 to 829 in 35 states in 1982. 


The attacks included the defacement of 
Jewish institutions, stores, homes and 
public property with swastikas, anti- 
Jewish slogans and graffiti. One incident 
quite close to home took place in Needham 
last year when vandals spray-painted 
swastikas and obscene slogans on the side 
of a home owned by Jews. 


Even though the cases of anti-Semitic 
vandalism dropped in this country last 
year, the ADL pointed out an increase 
worldwide in violence against Jews. The 
trend, which included bombings and 
shootings which left six people dead and 
216 others wounded last year indicates a 
“disturbing increase’’, according to ADL 
officials. 


There were 41 episodes of terrorism in 
six West European countries in 1982, com- 
pared to 15 such attacks the previous year. 


The cases of anti-Semitic vandalism 
have not escalated to outright violence in 
many cases here in the United States but 
with the tenor of discrimination and ten- 
sion around the world, such a move would 
not be unexpected. 


It would, of course, be a disturbing 
signal if the use of violence against a 
religious or ethnic group is seen tolerable 
to terrorists in this country. A strong law 
enforcement effort and continued public 
awareness of the dangers of anti-Semitic, 
racial or ethnic acts must be maintained.

‘Marking time’ called off the mark

Please consider this as a response to Mr. Mark 
White's article appearing on the editorial page of 
your Tuesday, Dec. 21, 1982 edition, ‘‘Marking 
time - Ban banning, not dirty books,”’ in which he 
also identifies himself as a former member of 
the Newton Board of Aldermen and a practicing 
attorney. 

Mr. White’s erroneous diatribe against the 
people of Stoughton because of their forthright 
stand against the presence in their community of 
smut peddlers, which stand received wide ac- 
claim and highly publicized support of many 
segments of the media, the public, Governor 
King and incoming Governor Dukakis, comes as 
a surprising shocker, especially when he refers 
to himself as a former member of the Newton 
Board of Aldermen, in which capacity he was 
presumed to be acting at all times, certainly, in 
the best interests on Newton's citizenry, which is 
composed almost entirely of families and their 
children. 

It is hoped the present city administration of 
the city of Newton does not share Mr. White's 
views. 

Mr. White may consider the outraged citizens 
of Stoughton to be ‘‘Cro-Magnon”’ in their think- 
ing and their political leaders as ‘‘prostitutes,”’ 
but many of us consider Mr. White’s dictum 
“Dirty books are no danger to society’’ to be a 
classic of wilful Neanderthal myopia. 

As an attorney, Mr. White’s comments display 
either an intent to deceive his readers or an alar- 
ming lack of knowledge of the authoritative opi- 
nions of recognized experts in the field of 
behavioral or social sciences and the laws 
presently in effect pertaining to obscenity and in- 
decency. 

The following source data, contrary to Mr. 
White’s aforementioned views, from many other 
readily available concurring sources, are of- 
fered for the enlightenment of your readers: 

1, In the widely publicized and respected book, 
“Where Do You Draw the Line?” edited by Vic- 
tor B. Cline, psychologist and specialist in social 
science research methodology and statistics, of 
Brigham Young University, which book is also 
described as “An exploration into Media 
Violence, Pornography, and censorshhip,’”’ Pro- 
fessor Irving Kristol, of New York University, 
states in his contribution to the book, “If you 
believe no one was ever corrupted by a book, you 
must also believe no one was ever improved by a 
book (or a play or a movie). You have to believe, 
in other words, that all art is morally trivial and 
that, consequently, all education is morally ir- 
relevant. No one, not even a university pro- 
fessor, really believes that.”’ 

2. Nick Cavner, in a recent article in Catholic 
Digest, quotes Father Bruce Ritter, director, 
Covenant House for runaway children, in New 
York City: ‘There is an absolute, direct relation- 

















ship between pornography and what happens to 
these children. Why do you think we send our 
children to good schools? Why are we so careful 
about what they read? Why is the ACLU so in- 
terested in keeping negative things about 
minorities out of books? Because we know people 
can be taught good things, and we know they can 
be taught evil things. We have known that ever 
since Adam and Eve. To proclaim piously that 
there is no demonstrable relationship between 
pornography and violence and warped attitudes 
is ludicrous.”

The article also cites alarming statistics, such 
as the 12,000 kids under 21 who come every year 
to Covenant House for help, of which fully 60 per- 
cent have been involved in prostitution or por- 
nography, forced on them by sex deviated 
adults, and that this represents only a small 
number of the 20,000 kids that police say can be 
found in New York City at any time. 


3. Philip Perlmutter, in one of the 1981 issues of 
the Jewish Times, had this to say: ‘‘Por- 
nography is corrosive and destructive of the 
societal values and mores...in the case of porno, 
the more sophisticated will claim that in trying 
to stop it, they are undermining the First 
Admendment, though the First Amendment 
never said pronography was kosher. 

“Actually, opposing pornography has nothing 
to do with censorship or freedom of the press. 
There are certain societal behaviors which need 
not be tolerated or validated. There are no ab- 
solute rights to anything in this world, least of all 
to crooks, murderers, rapists and liars. That's 
why we have laws - though they limit or restrict 
the right of criminals.” 

4. The Hill-Link Minority Report of the 
Presidential Commission on Obscenity and Por- 
nography, widely described as a blueprint for the 
solution to the problem of obscenity, sets forth 
the actual and complete results of the research 
effort conducted for the Commission, which 
clearly describes the relationship between high 
exposure to pornography and ‘‘sexually pro- 
miscuous”’ and deviant behavior at early ages, 
as well as affiliation with groups high in criminal 
activity and sex deviancy. 

Mr. White, as a practicing attorney, should 
also be familiar with Massachusetts laws deal- 
ing with obscenity, as well as the following land- 
mark cases handed down by the United States

c. U.S. v. Orito, ruled that the zone of constitu- 
tionally protected privacy encompassing posses- 
sion of obscenity in one’s home does not extend to 
transportation of obscene matter by passenger 
on common carrier, even through intended for 
his private use, nor to transportation in violation 
of Section 1462 of U.S, Criminal code; 

d. Kaplan v. California, ruled that First 
Amendment does not bar finding that book 
without pictorial content is obscene; and, 

e. U.S. v. 12 200-ft. Reels of Super 8mm film, 
ruled that the Commerce Clause empowers Con- 
gress to ban importation of obscene material 
even if importation is for individual importers 
private use and possession in his home. 

The Conference at the White House on En- 
forcement of Federal Obscenity Laws on July 27, 
1982, hosted by Morton C, Blackwell, Special 
Assistant to the President for Public Liaison, 
was attended by top officials in the Administra- 
tion, a large truly representative delegation of 
religious leaders, many national organizations 
concerned about the affects of the spread of por- 
nography, together with strong representation 
from labor and industry, also provided tangible 
evidence of the national concern. At this con- 
ference it was agreed that the pornographic in- 
dustry has become a multi-billion dollar in- 
dustry, spreading rapidly into cablevision, and is 
largely, if not entirely, controlled by major 
crime interests. 

In view of the foregoing, is it any wonder that 
Mr. White's position on pornography is subject to 
question?

Reduce the Risk - of abusing of misusing 
chemical remedies. Always call your pediatri- 
cian for a prescription rather than borrowing 
medication from friends. Your pediatrician 
should be able to tell you how to use the medica- 
tion, and more importantly, how not to use it. 

Reduce the Risk - if you are pregnant or think 
you might be, by checking with your obstrecian 
before using any chemical lice treatment on 
yourself. And wear rubber gloves when you treat 
your children.

NEWTON — Police believe two women bound 
and robbed in their homes here Friday were vic- 
tims of the same gunman who robbed basketball 
star M.L. Carr's wife in Weston Dec. 28. 

The home of the first woman robbed Friday 
had been burglarized only two days before, 
Newton Police Lt. Charles B. Feeley said, adding 
that it apparently left little for the robber who 
posed as a delivery man. 

“Tt looks just like the Weston invasion of M.L. 
Carr's home," Feeley said of the gunpoint rob-

Police said the robber went to the first 
woman’s Newton Center home shortly after noon 
Friday under the guise of delivering a package 
When the woman began to get a pen to sign for 
the package, the bandit pulled a grey handgun 
and entered the house. 

The gunman handcuffed her and put surgical 
tape over her eyes and mouth. He took her 
upstairs where he ransacked a bedroom looking 
for jewelry and took $10. 

Feeley said the gunman asked why there 
wasn’t more jewelry. The woman answered that 
a burglar had stolen most of it only two days 
before, Feeley said, But she believes she heard 
the robber going through what remained and that 
he put some jewelry in the box he carried as his 
“delivery package.” 

The robber took her downstairs and went to his 
car where he retrieved short lengths of cord. He 
removed the handcuffs and tied her hands but 
said he would make the bonds loose so she could 
free herself. He then drove east, Feeley said. He 
said the woman was able to free herself quickly 

About 12:45 p.m., the same gunman used the 
package-delivery ploy to get into a Newton 
Highlands home just three-quarters of a mile 
from the home of the Newton Center robbery vic- 
tim. He again used a gun and handcuffed the 
woman, taped her eyes and mouth and ransacked 
a bedroom. He stole $28 and also may have taken 
jewelry. 

The bandit cut the phone line, removed the 
woman’s handcuffs, tied her and left. 

Feeley said a neighbor entered the second 
woman's home and untied her just after the gun- 
man left. Feeley was doubtful that the neighbor 
saw the gunman.

Claims city workers stealing wood 


NEWTON City officials pushed for an in- 
vestigation last week after allegations city 
workers are stealing firewood meant for the 
general populace 

One resident told members of the Aldermanic 
Public Facilities Committee he had seen city 
workers steal wood cut from trees around the city 
and dumped for residents’ use at the Rumford 
Avenue landfill 

The committee voted to hold up a review of the 
city’s policy of distributing the much-wanted fuel 
pending a full investigation by Superintendent of 
Forestry Richard Metro 

“T know the problem is going on myself, but I 
need the resources to stop it,” said Metro. “I 
can't follow every city truck.” 

A Newton resident, who asked that his name 
not be used because he said his wife fears retalia- 
tion by city workers, came before the committee 
and added more fuel to the charge of workers 
making off with the wood 


“We're getting ripped off,”’ said the resident 
after telling the commission he's followed city 
trucks loaded with maple which never made it to 
the Rumford Avenue landfill. The city routinely 
piles the wood at the landfill for use by residents. 

Metro touched upon the city policy of 
distributing wood from the more than 300 trees 
cut down in 1982 and said the policy came about 
after residents came out “‘like ants” to scavenge 
trees felled by city work crews. He said he believ- 
ed it was dangerous for citizens to be near the 
work. He added residents darted in and out of the 
work site to get the logs 

Referring to the resident who said he had 
followed trucks, Alderman Elaine Gentile said, 
‘The man’s beef is the wood isn't getting to the 
Rurnford Avenue site.” 

“T'll be the first man to discipline my n but 
I need information to base a case on,” said 
Metro, referring to the resident's statement he 
had the truck number and time of day regarding

ROCHESTER, N.Y. (UPI) — For 
many college students, physical ex- 
ercise adds up to little more than 
some elbow-bending on the 
weekend, and that’s a mistake, says 
John Reeves of the University of 
Rochester. 

Exercise helps the brain work 
better, he says. 

Reeves, director of sports and 
recreation at UR, says the lack of 
attention to physical fitness makes 
the academic aspect of college life 
that much harder to deal with and 
he insists it doesn’t have to be that 
way. 

Not only do most students pay too 
little attention to physical fitness, 
they “do a miserable job’ at 
budgeting time to include periods of 
recreation, physical activity, and 
other extra-curricular activites, 
Reeves says. 

Part of the problem, he adds, is a 
lifestyle inadvertently encouraged 
by colleges and universities. 

Reeves says students generally

decreased threefold in science

The commission found many 
students tuned out the subjects of 
science and math by the end of the 
third grade, due in part to the way 
information is presented. 

Kids do like the science and 
technology they see on television, 
the report said.

“Because these programs ap- 
parently are more appealing than 
school science offerings, the in- 
novative instructional approaches 
used in them should be examined 
and, where possible, applied to the

“In general, precollege 
mathematics, science and 
technology instruction has yet to 
take advantage of the advances in 
technology and behavioral science 
of the past 20 years.”

City joins othe 
work of revaluation firm

NEWTON — Some cities and 
towns which hired the Acton-based 
Finnegan Associates firm for 
revaluation of property are 
withholding as much as $65,000 to 
show dissatisfaction with the com- 
pany’s work. 

Newton assessors have banded 
with their colleagues in Randolph 
and Billerica, to name two com- 
munities, in holding back final pay- 
ment to the revaluation firm 

The amounts being witheld vary 
from around $65,000 in Newton to 
$42,000 in Billerica, and $15,000 in 
Randolph. 

Mike Blatus, chief assessor in 
Dracut, said last Thursday he 
wishes he had withheld some money 
from Finnegan. Complaining that 
the representatives of the evalua- 
tion firm ‘‘make my stomach turn,” 
Blatus said, ‘‘We were too lenient 
with them” in making payments on 
the contract. 

“We had too much faith in them,” 
he said. Referring to Newton's deci- 
sion to withold final payment, 
Blatus said, ‘‘If I had $60,000 of their 
money, they'd have to whip it out of 
me. They'd have to take me to court 
every day.” 

Blatus complained that the Fin- 
negan firm’s work was ‘‘very slop- 
py’’ — so ‘‘sloppy’’ that another 
firm had to be brought in, at the ad- 
ditional cost of some $5,000, ‘‘to 
straighten things out.’’ 

Blatus said tax bills have yet to be 
sent out, and that the Dracut Town 
Council has yet to determine just 
what kind of a suit will be pressed 
against Finnegan. 

Newton’s Chief Assessor Robert 
Palmer appears as the master of 
gentlemanly conduct, compared to 
some of his colleagues, when he 
speaks of Finnegan Assoc., the pro- 
blems they left behind for his 
department to solve and his deci- 
sion to withold the final 10 percent 
payment on the contract. 

He said the money is being 
withheld because Finnegan never 
delivered certain materials, like 
ass maps, to the city. Fin- 
negan also failed to meet certain 
deadlines which were written into 
the contract with Newton, a

ward Daly said he is nholding ap- 
proximately $15,000 from Finnegan 
Assoc. because of ‘‘some tail ends”’ 
that have to be finished up and 
because the firm missed so many of 
its deadlines. 

Dealines were missed, according 
to Daly, because the firm sent most 
of its personnel to Newton after that 
contract was awarded. Newton’s 
contract was for more than $600,000, 
while Randolph’s was only for 
$130,000. 

“They took on Newton, and it was, 
‘See you later, Daly,’’’ he said. 
“They could send two people to 
Newton for $2,000 a week, where the 
same two people would only get $300 
a week in Randolph. 

“There were a lot of broken pro- 
mises,’ he added. ‘‘They told me, 
‘Next Friday.... Next Friday,’ and 
when I yelled, they’d send me a 
lollypop.”’ 

A “‘lollypop,”’ according to Daly, 
was a neophyte to revaluation who 
would sit in the assessors’ office and 
read a newspaper for two weeks. 
Daly confided that he it was just as 
well the man Finnegan sent down to 
‘Randolph did nothing to compound 
the firm’s errors. 
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Slippery stuff 
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After all, Daly had to admit his 
town was not in the bad shape some 
other municipalities were after Fin- 
negan. ‘‘We’re riding along pretty 
well now, but I wouldn’t give them a 
‘Cl A’ rating,’’ he said. 

Daly attributes his relative suc- 
cess with Finnegan to his ceaseless 
oversight of their operation and toa 
contract he drew up that he said 
was unlike any other he has seen. 
Finnegan agreed to revalue Ran- 
dolph, to conduct the necessary 
public hearings and, after certifica- 
tion, to handle all abatement ap- 
plications, making recommenda- 
tions on them and giving specific 
reasons for those recommenda- 
tions. 

Daly said that making Finnegan 
responsible for abatements acted as 
“a little bit of incentive to do it all 
correctly.” 

As to his own diligence in oversee- 
ing Finnegan’s methods, Daly said, 
“T was on top of them continual- 
ly...continually. I lived with them 
full time, even weekends. I almost 
slept with them. 

“T withheld money right straight 
through the contract. I walked 
around with $6,000 checks in my 
pocket for months,” until Finnegan 
did things right, he said. 

Daly added that, as far as he 
could tell, Newton badly needed 
more personnel in its Assessing 
Department to accomplish the 
mammoth task of revaluation.

NEWTON — A plan to boost the 
ater pressure near Andover 
2wton Theological School got a 
ot in the arm last week when 
hool officials said they would 
mate an existing pumping station 
the city. 

Andover Newton officials told 
dermen they would donate use of 
e 24-year-old pumping station to 
‘e city in return for city-funded 
aintenance and retrofitting the 
te, with funds from the Communi- 
‘Development office. 

The low water pressure in the 
tea, a chronic problem, was 
slated by Water Commissioner 
erne Porter, who told aldermen, 
It took me one minute to draw two 
allons of water from a tap in that 
rea.” 

Porter said that would translate 
ito water pressure of 20 pounds per 
quare inch, when the pressure 
hould be about 60 p.s.i 


Public Facilities Chairman 
tichard McGrath called the move a 
‘unique proposal”’ by the school. 


“This offer meets everyone's 
1eeds and will save us the cost of 
yuilding one of our own in the area,” 
said McGrath. 


Deputy Community Development 
Director Juris Alksnitis said $90,000 
s available to upgrade the facility 
‘or city use. This compares to a cost 
of well over $200,000 to build a new 
oumping station from city funds, 
according to Porter. Community 
dJevelopment funds come from the 
federal government. 


“The water pressure was iden- 
tified by citizens of the area as a 
number one concern during public 
hearings,’’ said Alksnitis. He added 
people in the area known as Thomp- 
sonville have low to moderate in- 
comes. 


Upon transfer of ownership and 
completion of the necessary 
modifications, the city will assume 
full operational and maintenance 
cost of the station, according to a 
community development memoran- 
dum. 


Porter says the pumping station 


is in surprisingly ‘‘great shape“ 

Most of the development funds 
will go to purchasing a new 
generator and modifying the sta- 
tion’s pumps, said Porter. 

In 1980 an engineering study con- 
firmed what residents knew all 
along, that the water pressure in the 
area is poor. Part of the recommen- 
dation of the study included the 
cleaning and relining of the water 
pipes, which has been done for 
$132,000 from community develop- 
ment funds, according to Alksnitis. 

Alderman Joseph DePasquale ob- 
jected to the idea of community 
development funds being put 
toward a project he felt should be 
covered by city water rates. 

“The money should come from 
the water rates. Community 
development funds were not intend- 
ed to supplement city operations,” 
said DePasquale. 

McGrath, Alksnitis and Public 
Works Commissioner John Sulik 
disagreed with Depasquale saying 
the funding is intended for exactly 
this type of project. 

“As I recall a certain percentage 
of community development funds 
must be spent on this kind of pro- 
ject,” said Sulik. 


Older cities are the aim of the 
grant money, because they have 
trouble bridging the gap between 
old equipment and the cost for new 
systems, stated Alksnitis. 


The committee voted 5 to 1, with 
DePasquale against, to encourage 
Alksnitis to take further steps to br- 
ing the pumping station under city 
control.

Facilities Committee included: 


* A unaminous vote to grant a 
sewer extension to Dr. H. Richard 
Sonis’ medical buildig at 1180 
Beacon St. at a cost of $172,000, ac- 
cording to City Engineer Paul Giun- 
ta.

NEWTON CORNER — While women in this country are trying to break 
into the Santa Claus act, one might wonder whether men will seek the part 
of the Italian version of Santa Claus, a woman named La Befana. 

Children in Lincoln-Eliot Elementary School's bilingual program were 
introduced last week to the mythical elderly woman who bestows presents 
upon good children much in the way the man in the red velvet suit does in 
the Christian tradition. 

One major difference is that Befana comes on the night of Ephiphany, 
which is Jan. 6. 

Befana paid her visit on Thursday at Lincoln-Eliot at a gathering of 
several parents and some 30 children in the school’s programs for both 
elementary students and pre-schoolers whose first language is not English 

Children in the program come from a variety of countries and learning 
about traditions is critical to their education and development, according to 
the school’s English as a Second Language (ESL) teacher, Elsa Barbi. 

The group of children sang Italian songs about Befana and a handful of 
children read a poem in Italian on the tradition. Bilingual aide Irene Pro- 
sser, a Newton resident, read children a story which explained why Befana 
began bring children gifts. 

And, then the star of the show, ‘‘Befana,"’ stopped in briefly with her 
basket of gifts. Shirley Dewing, an aide for the class, donned black robes 
and some heavy makeup in order to play this elderly woman. 

La Befana also paid a visit Monday morning to children in Franklin 
Elementary’s Italian Language and Culture class, 

Unlike Santa Claus, Befana visits children on the night of Epiphany and 
her visit coincides with the three kings giving gifts to the infant Jesus. The 
tradition “has a very high religious conotation,”’ Barbi says. 

Befana is thought of as an elderly woman dressed in black who is a sort of 
fairy-witch, She is often believed to fly on a broomstick as she travels to 
place gifts in the stockings of sleeping children. 

There are many versions of the story about how Befana travels, Barbi 
says, but the reason she brings gifts is that she lost her way when she set 
out for Bethlehem to take gifts to Jesus. 

She is still searching for the infant Jesus, so, just in case, she leaves a gift 
for every child. 

But, Barbi explains, children still have to be good or they get a lump of 
coal from Befana, 

Barbi, a Newton resident who is from Italy, says a large number of 
children in the program at Lincoln-Eliot are from Italian families. Italian 
traditions and holidays are taught along with traditions of many other 
countries, 

Children in the school’s ESL programs come from countries as different 
as Austria and Laos. 

The French tradition which is celebrated on Epiphany was also told to the 
children on Thursday by a mother of a child in the ESL program. Odile 
Poirier and her family moved to this country from France and her 
daughter, Nadege, is inthe ESL program. 

According to Poirier, an old French tradition, which continues to be 
celebrated on Ephiphany, is for families to bake a type of flat cake, called 
La galette des rois, and place a bean inside the cake. The cake is then 
shared by children and whoever gets the piece with the bean is the king or 
queen for a day and wears a crown.

School lunch program 
may stay ‘in house’

NEWTON — If the School Committee takes the advice of the con- 
sulting firm it hired to reduce the cost of the school lunch program, the 
committee will keep the program “‘in-house.”’ 

The committee’s main objective for the coming school year is to 
eliminate any further subsidy of the lunch and breakfast program. Ac- 
cording to a report from York Management Systems which was released 
at a School Committee meeting Monday, the committee could best 
achieve its goal by not dismantling the current program. 

The firm had been asked to consider the impact of reducing the labor 
force at the secondary schools, but York representative Bob Underwood 
recommended against that move. The current program in the high 
schools is ‘‘quite strong” and the junior highs are “‘collectivey doing an 
excellent job both at cost control and production,” the report states. 

The consultant’s specific proposal calls for increasing the elementary 
lunch program's participation, which dropped dramatically with the 
switch to serving cold lunches, by bring back hot lunches. 

This news was well-received by the cafeteria workers in the secondary 
schools whose jobs have been threatened by the possibility of the schools 
going to an outside private vendor, 

Several cafeteria workers and managers attended the committee 
meeting as York Management made its recommendation. 

The unionized secondary school cafeteria workers, members of Local 
454, were joined at the meeting by about 20 custodians. Both the custo- 
dians and the secondary school cafeteria workers are members of Local 
454, 

The union is the last school group without a contract. Negotiations are 
currently at a standstill and custodial workers began refusal of overtime 
on Friday. In response, the School Committee filed a complaint with the 
state Labor Commission of a possible violation of the state's strike laws. 

While cafeteria workers were glad to get the news from York Manage- 
ment representative Bob Underwood, the School Committee has not yet 
decided on its response to the recommendations, 

York recommends bringing back hot lunches at a cost of 80-85 cents to 
the elementary schools, This would require slightly increasing the labor 
force at the elementary schools and would also hinge upon a one-time ex- 
penditure of $100,000 to provide heating equipment for the proposed pro- 
gram. 

In order to make the plan work, Underwood said participation in the 
elementary schools would need to increase to the level it was at before 
cold lunches became the order of the day 

Prior to the introduction of cold, bagged lunches at the elementary 
schools, about 32-34 percent of the students bought lunch. Participation 
is currently at 8.2 percent, according to the consultant's report 

The committee will consider the issue again in February 
Superintendent John Strand has reviewed the consultant’s report 

But, whatever route the committee decides to go, the consultants 
stress that success will depend ‘‘on bringing students back into the 
cafeteria." 

York contends that the financial picture for the lunch program 
pears to have made a dramatic turnaround” in the last 12 months 
is backed up by the schvol’s Support Services Director, Roy Cori 
who said the anticipated $150,000 deficit for the year did not occur. Itis |

A large part of this improved financial picture is the result of the

“We'd come in with a proposal.

I believe 
that, if they came up with a plan and 
we approved it, they’d renege on

According to Hickey, McLaren 
and several other sources at the 
Monday night meeting, the city and 
the sanitation workers’ union differ 
on the number of men needed in the 
division, the level of salaries, holi- 
day pay and the number of super- 
visors required. 

With “the wraps off,’’ it became 
apparent that the differences bet- 
ween the city and union positions 
are very slight. 

According to McLaren, the city 
and the union differ on the number 
of men the sanitation division needs 
by one man. The city says only 27 
men are required. The union says 
28. 

There are presently some 50 men 
assigned to the division. 


As for salary, the city cites the 
figure of $370 a week. The union 
wants $375, 


The city would absolutely require 


santitation workers to work the day 
before and the day after a holiday, 
or they would not receive pay for 
that holiday. City officials have 
been repeatedly frustrated in their 
attempts to eliminate absenteeism 
in the division. 

Union sources said the city’s 
original position was that workers 
would be required to work the entire 
week before and after a holiday in 
order to be paid for it. 

McLaren pointed out that no other 
workers in the city have to live 
‘o said there 
n the rule. 

“If you have an auto accident on 
the way to work, you don’t get paid 
for the holiday,”” McLaren said 

As for the number of supervisors 
required, the city is advocating 
keeping the present number, while 
McLaren contends that so many 
supervisors would no longer be 
necessary with the work force cut in 
half. 

He complained that the city’s re- 
quirement unnecessarily adds 
$135,000 in administrative costs to 
his division’s budget. 

Fincom Chairman Richmond said 
he was not planning on a dialogue 
during Monday night’s meeting, but 
he felt he owed it to the union to give 
McLaren the floor after Hickey’s 
“lengthy discourse.”’ 


Asked if he should go through the 
negotiations “blow by blow," as 
Hickey did, McLaren was told a 
“progress report" would suffice. 


McLaren went straight to ‘the 
bottom line,”’ and guaranteed his 
union’s proposal for six months of 
trash collection, from January to 
July, 1984, would cost the city

After the meeting, union 
representatives explained how fur- 
ther savings could be expected if 
their proposal is accepted. 

McLaren said that pension costs, 
which have been added to the 
union’s proposal by the city, should 
also be added to the SCA proposal.

BOSTON — Manuel Carballo says 
he wants to help the homeless and 
s of child abuse, and he'll 
: now to pay for it somehow 

Carballo, 41. of Newton, last week 
was named Secretary of Human 
Services by Gov.-elect Michael 
Dukakis, and said he wants to run 
an agency with compassion as well 
as management skills 

Carballo is a lecturer in public 
policy at Harvard University and a 
former deputy assistant secretary 
for the U.S. Department of Health 
and Human Services 

He joined fellow Newton resident 
Richard Rowland in Dukakis 
cabinet. Rowland was named 
Secretary of Elder Affairs for the 
commonwealth last week 

In Carballo's appointment 
Dukakis set a tone markedly dif 
ferent from King’s selection of 
Charles Mahoney four years ago 
Mahoney implemented many of the 
cuts in King’s administration and 





instituted more conservative 
policies. 

Under King, welfare recipient 
rolls were reduced drastically and 
he frequently attacked by 








welfare 
backs. 
Dukakis said he selected Carballo 
because ‘‘he is not only capable and 
a good manager, but a sensitive 


nd elderly groups for cut- 


human being who cares deeply 
about the less privileged in our 
society." 


Carballo, whose first job out of 


Princeton 16 years ago was to set up 
a legal agency for the poor, said his 
vision of government is to help the 
disadvantaged with dwindling 
resources 


“T thought poverty was the major 
blight on this society,’’ he said of 
that job, ‘‘and I don’t think that's 
changed very much, I see my job as 
caring about the people the agency 
serves.” 


“IT never thought compassion was 
inconsistent with managing well," 
he said 

He said his first priorities would 
be to help the homeless and help 
prevent child abuse. 

Carballo said he wants to run the 
agency with compassion and 
rebuild programs. He said there 
have been ‘‘years of neglect of the 
social infrastructure of society.”’ 

Dukakis went to teach at Harvard 
after losing the 1978 Democratic 
primary to Gov. Edward J. King 
and there met Carballo, whom he 
said was his mentor 

Carballo though said Dukakis 
“was overly generous in terms of 
who was the learner and who was 
the instructor. I learned a lot about 
government that could be compas- 
sionate as well as efficient ... from 
Mike Dukakis.” 

Carballo will be responsible for 
perhaps the most important cabinet 
position in Dukakis’ administration, 
which will begin Thursday.

Board approves 
motion aimed at 
meeting speed up

NEWTON A proposal to 
shorten aldermanic meetings by 
allowing committee reports to be 
approved without individual items 
being explained or even read off 
was approved Wednesday night by 
the Legislation and Rules Commit- 
tee. 

Presently, committee chairman 
report on all the items which they 
have considered since the previous 
meeting of the board. Individual 
items are discussed nominally in 
this round of reports, known as 
“first call,’ and those which seem 
to merit debate are put on “‘second 
call.” 


The proposal made by aldermen 
Baker, Sheehan and Vance is 
designed to speed up the process, 
but committee members expressed 
their concern that democracy might 
possibly fall victim to efficiency. 


“It's a question of value judgment 
for the aldermen,” co-sponsor 
Verne Vance said. ‘Is saving time 
more important than what they get 
from an oral reading of the items?" 
He said the proposal was made 
“more to provoke debate. Our feel- 
ing was that all that reading was 
unecessary, but there might other 
opinions,” 

President Matthew Jefferson said 
he leaned more toward the tradi- 
tional approach. He added that his 
first meeting as an alderman, which 
took place quite a while ago, lasted 
until 2 a.m. Meetings used to be ‘“‘in- 





finitely longer” than they are now, 
according to Jefferson 

It was suggested that some 
aldermen who come in late might 
not get a fair chance at discussing 
an item that was passed without be- 
ing read, 

Committee Chairman Ethel 
Sheehan commented, “If they come 
in late, that’s their problem." 

Jefferson said more flexibility 
needed to be included in the alder- 
manic process, ‘Let's keep them in 
the ballgame,’’ he said of his tardy 
or inattentive colleagues. 

Vance explained that the propos- 
ed rules change was aimed at the 
aldermen and also at citizens who 
have come to speak on some matter 
later in the evening and wonder 






about the ‘strictly ceremonial” 
business at the beginning of each 
meeting. 


Committee member Lane Sofman 
said he feared it might be more in- 
considerate to the public to be '‘stuf- 
fing through’ committee reports 
without explaining what they were 
about 


President Emeritus Wendell 
Bauckman said he might approve of 
the proposal as a trial, but the com- 
mittee voted to send it on to the full 
board intact. 

Alderman Richard McGrath, 
adhering to the proposed require- 
ment that items to be put on ‘‘se- 
cond call’’ be pointed out to the city 
clerk before the full board meeting 
begins, told the committee he would 
definitely want the item they had 
a approved to be put on “second 
call.” 


Clothes fire fogs courthouse

Consumer Reports 
Be careful when choosing typewriter 


By the Editors 

of Consumer Reports 

If a portable typewriter sees lots 
of action in your home, a new model 
that works electronically rather 
than with mechanical levers, and 
that prints with “daisy wheels’ — 
like those in high-speed computer 
printers would certainly be the 
one to have. Unfortunately, such a 
machine is usually quite expensive. 

Four electronic models, as well as 
portables with ball-type printing 
elements, and those with the con- 
ventional typebars, were tested by 
Consumer Reports engineers. All 
were evaluated for ‘keyboard 
feel,’ quality of printing, ability to 
make corrections easily and overall 
convenience, 

How a typewriter feels is impor- 
tant, so be sure you try one before 
you buy it. The engineers had a 
panel of experienced typists check 
each machine for keyboard slope, 
the shape of key tops, the distance 
between keys, and for how heavy a 
touch it takes to trigger the ke; 
Some models were judged un- 
comfortable to use, even though 
they worked well. Two of the four 
electronic models were among 
those that received the highest 
marks for their keyboard feel. 

Most electric portables have 
correction-making systems. On 
three of the electronic models, mak-

Correct-O-Ball XL-1 and its look- 
alike, the Sears Correct-O-Sphere 
Catalog No. 5310, were about equal 
in quality to the highest rated 
“typebar’’ machines, They were 
nearly as expensive as electronic 
models, ranging from $445 to $500. 
(Except for mail-order models, all 
electric portable typewriters are 
typically sold at big discounts. ) 

While the ‘‘keyboard feel’’ of the 
ball-type machines was not liked as 
much as that of the high-rated 
typebar typewriters tested, their 
correcting ability was superior to 
that of all the typebar models 
tested. 

Film ribbon cassettes or car- 
tridges usually cost $4,or $5. They 
produce a very black, crisp letter — 
but you can only use the film once. 
Nylon fabric black and white rib- 
bons on spools cost $3 to $4; fabric 
cassettes, about $3. While the fabric 
ribbons make slightly grayer letters 
than a film ribbon, they last longer 
and are reusable, Replacement cor- 
rection tapes cost $3 to $4.

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North/South side distinctions rapped 


NEWTON — The final report of a 
special commission studying pre- 
judice in the city recommends 
changing the names of North and 
South High Schools in an effort to 
soften distinctions seen by some 
between areas of Newton, 

The report, by the Mayor's 
Special Commission on Community 
Affairs, cited concerns by city 
workers over perceived “north” 
and “‘south’’ side distinctions and 
stereotypes. 

According to the report, made to 
the Human Rights Commission last 
week, revaluation added to tensions 
in Newton because, as city workers 
told the special commission, the 


revaluation process was seen as un- 
fair to owners of older north-side 
homes. 

The report on three commission- 
sponsored seminars on prejudice 
held in Newton said the city’s south 
side is seen by many city workers as 
being more affluent and politically 
influential. Many of the more than 
200 city workers who met with com- 
mission members said they felt the 
south side received better city ser- 
vices as a result. 

Workers also said they felt others 
“looked down on them”’ because of 
their jobs. Others expressed con- 
cern about Italian and Jewish 
bigotry. 


Since May the commission has 
met with hundreds of represen- 
tatives from various city depart- 
ments. Its report includes several 
recommendations to Mayor 
Theodore Mann, who requested the 
special sessions, for dealing with 
the issue of prejudice 

The recommendations include 
renaming Newton North and South 
High Schools; exchanges among 
religious clergy; increased culture 
sharing in the schools; representa- 
tion from each village on the 
Human Rights Commission; and in- 
creased communication among the 
villages. 

Leonard 


Zakim, a commission 


member, said the issue of renaming 
the schools is not a priority, but 
“was mentioned in the report 
because it was frequently brought 
up.” 

Mayor Mann said renaming 
North and South High Schools is the 
School Committee's responsibility. 
The commission should continue the 
special sessions and work out its 
suggestions to bring ‘all the 
villages and ethnic groups 
together,”’ he said. 

Mann said statements that the 
south side receives preferred treat- 
ment are a ‘‘misconception.”’ 

“Tt’s hard to say what north and 
south mean,” Mann said. ‘‘Most of 





Snow falls; 
aldermen 

dissatisfied 
on clean-up

NEWTON — Snow finally fell in the Garden 
City causing power outages and snapped phone 
lines while prompting some aldermen to voice 
concern about the ‘awful’ job of snow plowing 
the Department of Public Works handed 
residents and commuters. 

“The roads are awful,” said Aldermanic 
Public Safety and Transportation Chairman 
Joseph DePasquale. ‘The (DPW) didn’t plow 
near the curbs nor scrape the roads clean."” 

DePasquale said Monday he plans to probe the 
DPW’s snow removal policy to find out why, ‘this 
unconscionable snow job was allowed to hap- 
pen.” 

Many drivers in the city were faced with road 
“moguls,” packed lumps of snow and ice on the 
street that cause your car to bounce along the 
surface, 

“There's no excuse for it with a three day war- 
ning to prepare for the storm, the city doesn’t 
look much better than Boston,” said Alderman 
Matthew Jefferson, speaking about the poor snow 
removal job. 

DePasquale recalled some years ago Newton 
was the only city around to hold school after a 
snow storm, because of the job street crews did 
on scraping the roads clean, 

“Snow plows aren't getting their plows (plow 
blades) to the pavement,” he said. 

“We've never had better equipment and we've 
never been better prepared, but there are still 
roads that are barely passable,” said Alderman 
Richard McGrath, 

The city had its full force out to combat the ef- 
fects of the snow storm and crews worked from 
noon on Saturday until 6 p.m, on Sunday, stated 
Superintendent of Streets Frederick Arata, Some 
snow crews worked even longer hours, he added,

Monthly guide offers kids, 
parents a literary overview

WABAN — Busy parents do not always have 
the time to sift through all the available books 
and toys in search of the best quality learning 
tools for their children. 

Dianne Green, of Waban, once had the same 
problem of finding good books for her now 
grown children and as a result created 
Parent's Choice, a monthly guide for parents, 

Parents’ Choice, which since its birth in 1978 
has been published from the basement of 
Green's home, features the best among books, 
toys, films and magazines for children, 

Parents’ Choice recently made its choice of 
the best childrens’s products which are 
featured in the annual awards issue, Parents 
nation-wide made nominations and a select 
group of judges chose the best of books, 
magazines, toys and films, 

Parents’ Choice has a paid circulation of 
16,000 subsricribers worldwide, The awards 
issue is available for $1 to anyone by writing 
Parents’ Choice, 

Praised by critics and educators, Parents’ 
Choice focuses on the positive rather than the 
negative in childrens’ books and other pro- 
ducts. The newsletter, which receives educa- 
tonal grants and accepts some advertizing, is 
not connected with any social or political 
group so articles are free of any ideological 
viewpoints, Green said. 

Green, 51, realized about 10 years ago that 
there was no one publication dedicated only to 

wovicing useful information about childrens’ 


“I did @ lot of walking and talking,’ said 
Green, who was teaching @ literature course 
at Radcliffe College when she began thinking 
ebout creating the publication. 


“T had students who were busy parents and 
were concerned about their childrens’ learn- 
ing,”’ Green recalled. ‘‘By talking with other 
parents I learned that they wanted to become 
more involved with their childrens’ educa- 
tion,” 

Green said her convictions were strengthen- 
ed by results of a national poll, which conclud- 
ed that parents thought they lacked informa- 
tion to make intelligent choices about books 
and other learning tools. 


“Parents need the skills and confidence to 
become involved in their childrens’ educa- 
tion,”’ said Green, who thinks the mystique 
about teaching children often makes parents 
shy away from becoming involved. 

Once parents develope skills and acquire in- 
formation, they become confident about 
choosing learning tools, Green said. 

Parents’ Choice is successful as it provides 
packaged information ‘‘that is easy to digest,”’ 
Green said. 

When choosing books and toys, Green ad- 
vises parents to treat children as individuals. 

“Know your child, Don't assume your child 
is anyone but the individual he or she is,” 
Green said, 

Parents should explore their childrens’ 
strengths, weaknesses and interests, Green 
advised. 

“Play it by ear, Go back and take a look at 
books that you liked when you were little,”’ 

Parents’ Choice carefully chooses reading 
materials for specific age groups and advises 
parents to do the same.

City remembers 
King in service

WEST NEWTON — There is am- 
ple cause for concern over the 
legacy of the Rev. Dr. Martin 
Luther King, Jr., but there was little 
of it evident during memorial ser- 
vices for the slain civil rights leader 
at Myrtle Baptist Church Saturday. 


While the Reagan administration 
makes severe cutbacks in services 
which most directly affect the late 
leader’s followers, Dr. King's 
legacy took shape on his birthday. 

Some of that legacy was evident 
by the assortment of city officials 
who joined with clergy and 
parishioners in the annual service 
to give thanks for King’s work and 
speak with hope of a day when his 
dream of unity and harmony might 
be realized. 

The small, jewelbox of a church 
on Curve Street was filled with the 
strains of ‘‘We Shall Overcome” as 
police and fire officials locked 
hands with aldermen and church 
members, to sway to the rythmns of 
the hymn 

Myrtle Baptist pastor, Rev 
Robert L. Littlejohn, Jr. told the 
congregation any ceremony 
celebrating the life of Dr. King 
should be filled with ‘hope, joy and 
happiness,"’ rather than sadness. 

“Be happy Martin Luther King 
was sent our way,” he said. ‘‘Let the 
Lord know you love him for sending 
us a servant like Martin Luther 
King." 

The church choir and the vocal 
ensemble of Newton South High 
School joined in hymns of praise 
Florence Turner played the piano 
and sang ‘Precious Lord," at Rev.

Dead man’s family 
files $18M lawsuit

CAMBRIDGE — The family of a 
Newton construction worker killed 
on an MBTA construction site in 
Cambridge in 1981 has filed an $18 
million law suit against a Cam- 
bridge construction company. 

Slattery-McClean-Grove, of 615 
Somerville Ave., Cambridge, a con- 
tracting firm, is named as a defen- 
dant in the suit filed in Middlesex 
Superior Court. The firm is the 
general contractor for construction 
of the Porter Square Red Line sta- 
tion, according to John Saunders, a 
company spokesman 

Pompeo Leone, 65, was killed dur- 
ing a trench cave-in at the Porter 
Square construction site on August 
$1, 1081, according to the attorney 
for the family, Francis Leone of 
Boston 


The suit was filed by Leone's 
widow Fiorita Leone, ad- 
ministratrix of his estate, and on 
behalf of his daughters, Pasqualina 
Leone of Newton and Columba 
DeNino of Ontario, Canada 


The plaintiffs alleged the Cam- 
bridge firm was negligent in the 
design maintenance, testing and 
construction of pilings and trenches 
at the construction site 


A total of $12 million in damages 
is being sought for the daughters on 
grounds of emotional distress and 
loss of the parental! society of their 
father, according to court 
documents. An additional $6 million 
is being sought in punitive damages 
on the daughters’ behalf

Pay hike talk delayed; hearing slated

NEWTON — Delaying until mid- 
night debate on aldermanic pay 
hikes a pay boost for the position of 
mayor, the full Board of Aldermen 
early Tuesday voted to hold a public 
hearing on the issue. 

With only 16 of 24 aldermen pre- 
sent when the item came up, talk 
came fast and furious as everyone 
wanted to go home. A voice vote 
showed the aldermen wished to hold 


Frederick Douglass, the 18th cen- 
tury champion of civil rights who 
first read of the Emancipation Pro- 
clamation in Boston, New Year's 
Day, 1863. Douglass later married 
the grandaughter of Charles Mor- 
ris, another founder of Myrtle Bap- 
tist. 

The church's respect for tradition 
reflects that of Dr. King, who con- 
stantly fell back on the traditional 
tenants of his Baptist faith for 
strength during his long crusade. 
But Dr. King was no more a slave to 
the past than is the little church on 
Curve Street. 

King had to break with some of 
his supporters when he escalated 
the civil rights movement and call- 
ed on fellow activists to throw their 
bodies into the fight and insist on 
equal treatment under the law. 

The founders of Myrtle Baptist 
Church broke with some of their 
supporters at the old Lincoln Park 
Church when they decided, in 1874, 
to break away and form their own 
church. 

President of the Board of Alder- 
man Matthew Jefferson explained 
that the break was made at that

NEWTON The attorney 
general and an aldermanic subcom- 
mittee have recommended the ex- 
pedite distribution of some $300,000 
from the Horace Cousens Industrial 


Fund, set up to help “deserving 
poor.”’ 
“Assistant Attorney General 


Dana Mason feels the trustees 
should distribute as much money as 
possible or the balance should be 
turned over to hospitals for their 
worthy poor,’’ said Assistant City 
Solicitor Quida Young at last week's 
Aldermanic Finance Committee 


meeting. 
The subcommittee investigating 
practices of the Cousens Fund 


trustees delivered its report to the 
Aldermanic Finance Committee at 
that meeting. 

According to Cousens’ will, in- 
terest income from his $1 million 
trust fund must be distributed to the 
“deserving poor” or the “needy 
sick’ in Newton or Boston hospitals. 

Mason is also asking for a cer- 
tified audit of the fund covering the 
last three years. City Comptroller 
Larry Marino is expected to com- 
plete the audit by February, ac- 
cording to the subcommittee report. 

Mason’s primary area of concern 
is distribution of the income from 
the fund, which has accumulated 





over the last 25 years, according to 
the report.

Edward Richmond formed the sub: 
committee after concerns arose 
about accumulation of $300,000 in in- 
come and grants given by the 
trustees to city human services pro- 
grams, according to Subcomittee 
Chairman Sondra Schick. Rich- 
mond commended the subcom- 
mittee for its work 

‘(Asst. Atty. Gen.) Mason is em- 
phatic the trustees come up with a 
plan for the distribution of the 
$300,000 within 15 months or so,” 
said Schick. Annual income for the 
fund is said to be $130,000 and comes 
from U.S. Treasury Notes, ac- 
cording to the report. 














The will failed to dictate when in- 
terest money is to be distributed, 
but the subcommittee will recom- 
mend earnings be distributed every 
two years, according to the report. 

Trustee Jane Pitt has resigned 
and the trust's administrative assis- 
tant Donna Rosenberg has also 
decided to leave. 

To help bridge the staffing gap, a 
senior citizen outreach worker, who 
is funded by the Cousen’s trust, will 
fill in for Rosenberg. 

“That money must be distributed, 
it’s a responsibility that must be 
fulfilled,” said Richmond, sug- 
gesting the aldermen who are 
ultimately responsible for the trust 
fund get involved in its distribution. 

“We have not decided to abolish 
the trustees and we (the aldermen) 
don’t want to get into the business 
(of distributing funds),’’ Schick 
countered. 

Other recommendations approv- 
ed by the Finance Committee in- 
clude: seven-year trustee terms in- 
stead of life tenure; encourage in- 
direct proportional program grants 
to organizations serving poor 
residents; a yearly audit by the city 
comptroller; an annual per- 
formance report by trustees; an 
outline of appropriate ad- 
ministrative expenses; authoriza- 
tion of outside counsel by the city 
solicitor only; and distribution of in- 
terest income every 24 months. 

The subcommittee will continue 
to study mortgage disbursements 
for qualified residents. 


State backs custodial union

NEWTON The state Labor 
Relations Commission Friday 
upheld the right of school custo- 
dians to refuse overtime work. 

Commissioners in executive ses- 
sion dismissed a petition for strike 
investigation by the Newton School 
Committee in response to custo- 
dians’ refusal of overtime. 

School officials filed the petition 
Jan. 7, claiming the job action was a 
possible violation of laws pro- 
hibiting strikes by civil service 
employees, 

The labor commissioners based 
their ruling in part on a clause in the 
most recent contract which says 
“overtime work is voluntary except 
in emergency cases.”” 

Custodians began refusal of over- 
time Jan. 7 because of stalled con- 
tract talks between the city and 
their union, Local 454 of the Service 
Employees International Union. 

Custodians and secondary school 
cafeteria workers, both represented 
by Local 454, make up the last 
school bargaining group without a 
new contract. 

The job action by custodians pro- 
mpted school officials to require 
that heat be left on the previous 
weekend at the daytime setting of 65 
degrees rather than the weekend or 
nightime setting of 55 degrees. 
School officials repeated the policy 
this past weekend as well. 

To prevent vandalism and il- 
luminate weekend activities, custo- 
dians also had orders to leave more 
lights than normal burning in 
buildings before leaving their job 
Friday. 

The School Department’s Direc- 
tor of Support Services, Roy Cor- 
nelius, says the weekend policy is to 
insure that Newton's 23 school 
buildings and Education Center are 
protected should a boiler trip up. 
The higher heat setting would mean 
that it would take longer for a 
building to cool down, 

Cornelius maintains the cost of 
this policy for the two weekends has 
not been significant ‘compared to a 
million dollar fuel budget.”” 

‘We certainly have tried over the 
years to save every bit of the fuel 
that we can,"' he said. ‘‘We are now 
having to balance that with the safe-

ty of the equipment.” 

Cornelius said the ‘biggest single 
cost in running heat is just main- 
taining the boilers” in the winter at 
the 55 degree setting at night and on 
weekends to prevent freeze ups. The 
10 degree difference of running the 
heat at 65 degrees for a weekend isa 
very small addition to the normal 
heating season, he said. 

But Robert Robards, a 
spokesman for Local 454, claims the 
weekend policy is a ‘tremendous 
waste’’ of taxpayers’ money. 

According to Robards, custodians 
were required until this year to 
check building on weekends from 
September to March. Robards says 
school officials never started that 
practice this year and the union has 
filed a complaint of an unfair labor 
practice. 

Since custodians have not been 
making building checks this year 
and have been working weekends 
only in buildings where activities 
were scheduled, Robards argues 
that the change in policy for the past 
two weekends is ‘‘absurd.’’ 

“Most of our people are (Newton) 
taxpayers,”’ Robards said. ‘‘We see 
this kind of thing and we know damn 
right well there is no need for the 
waste. 

“They don’t want to see the 
money just blown up the chimney,” 
he stressed. 

According to Robards, Brown 
Junior High burned about 700 
gallons of fuel oil over the three-day 
New Year’s weekend compared to 
2,000 gallons over the first weekend 
of the new policy. 

Tom Ryan, acting senior cuoto- 
dian at Newton South High, says a 
normal two-day weekend can re- 
quire as little as 700 gallons or as 
much as 2,000 gallons at South, 
dependimg on temperatures out- 
side. 

Two weekends ago, Ryan says, 
the school used 2,900 gallons of oil. 

School officials declined comment 
on the issue of building checks, say- 
ing the matter was in collective 
bargaining. 

Thornas O’Conor, chief negotiator 
for the schools, said the weekend 
policy was to ‘‘maintain community 
access to school facilities. 


O'Conor said, ‘‘and I have to respect 
the confidentiality of collective 
bargaining, which is normal. 

“The place to bargain is at the 
table,” he said. 

The next negotiation session bet- 
ween the union and school officials 
is set for Jan. 21. Until that time, 
Robards says custodians will con- 
tinue to refuse overtime. 

O'Conor said he had asked for a 
meeting with the union every day of 
last week ‘‘but had no response.”’ 

In ruling on the overtime refusal, 
the state labor commissioners said 
the School Department had never 
ordered custodians to come to work 
and had “simply asked whether 
(custodians) would volunteer to 
work.” 


“Anyone is free to decline 
volunteer work,’’ the commis- 
sioners said. 


According to the commissioners’ 
statement, the current contract 
says that when ‘‘qualified 
volunteers on a system-wide basis 
are not available...the administra- 
tion will assign overtime work to 
employees.”

Join together; 
stop disharmony 


A report last week by the Mayor’s 
Special Commission on Community Af- 
fairs represents a major step forward in 
pinpointing ways to come to grips with 
racial, ethnic and religious prejudice in 
this city. 


The commission, part of the Newton 
Human Rights Commission, recommend- 
ed six main points for consideration by city 
officials, civic leaders and other tax- 
payers. 


After three meetings with some 200 
members of the city’s workforce, the com- 
mission found a need to integrate the so- 
called north and south sides of the city and 
to pound away at the rifts which, at times, 
are unknowingly perpetuated. 


The first recommendation suggests 
renaming the two city high schools ‘‘with 
no reference to compass or location.”’ This 
hits at the heart of a simple matter, when 
location denotes some greater meaning. 


The recommendation would take North 
and South Highs, which in some minds 
serve as flagships for presumed dif- 
ferences in philosophies, economic stan- 
dings or traditions, and name them 
something else. 


Other recommendations which should 
also be given serious discussion in City 
Hall and civic circles include: greater in- 
teraction among ethnic and religious 
groups in the city; inclusion of represen- 
tatives from each village on the Human 
Rights Commission; and planning joint 
meetings of neighborhood associations. 


The special commission recommended 
teachers be better trained in handling 
. ethnic, racial and religious conflicts in the 
classroom and that ‘“‘top city officials’’ 
should seek forums to show ‘‘even-handed 
treatment of all sections of the city.’”’ 


The village environments and unique 
village characters around Newton should 
be preserved, because — as shown by the 
community spirit at the Hyde School 
“roof-raising’’ Saturday — many people 
want it that way. Those identities should 
not be homogenized in a giant blender of 
collective guilty conscience. But at times it 
would appear those same village identities 
perpetuate stereotypes and prejudices 
toward other parts of the city. 


The commission addressed such pro- 
blems and cited concerns by city workers 
over periodic anti-Italian bigotry, anti- 
Semitism and perceptions by some of 
greater political influence grounded in 
some areas of the city due to greater 
wealth. 


The commission has done a good job in 
starting people talking — something which 
is vital to unify the Garden City. 


However, such an important step for- 
ward must not be ignored or shelved until 
“a better time.”’ 


For, as members of the special commis- 
sion concluded: ‘‘The frank and open com- 
ments of (Newton’s) workforce provide 
the opportunity to examine and eradicate 
elements of prejudice, which are not now 
monumental but which if allowed to fester, 
could provide the seeds of serious dishar- 
mony in Newton.”

Taxpayers’ Assoc. to unions: 
be accurate if seeking support 


To the editor; 

During the week of Nov. 1, 1982, a letter from 
our Newton Taxpayers’ Association appeared in 
the local press to the effect that (school and other 
municipal) ‘workers should view options’’ 
(alternatives) or, perhaps, “Solid Reality for 
Solidarity.” 

In that letter we called the union’s two 
speeches to the aldermen “‘heartfelt and well- 
composed”’ as well as ‘‘capably delivered.’’ We 
also called attention to some seeming in- 
consistencies in their general arguments, but we 
did not support or oppose any particular figure or 
any significant particular point in any negotia- 
tions. 

During the week of Dec. 6, a purported 
response from the Newton Labor Council ap- 
peared in the local press headed by the title: 
“Labor Council Blasts Charges."’ Again we com- 
pliment the council - this time on your abilities at 
letter writing. But we are sorry to say that most 
of our points and questions have not been 
answered. Others have been addressed er- 
roneously or fallacously. 

If the media saw fit to reprint both letters at the 
same time on the same page, we are sure that 
most careful readers would agree with our con- 
tention. 

Alternatively, let us cite a few examples: 

We hardly think that we deserve to be 
“blasted” or even reproached for raising honest 
questions, some of which are commented on 
below. 

I signed the letter as executive director of the 
Newton Taxpayers’ Association and was, 
therefore, speaking for the Association following 
a formal vote of the board. 

The supposed response was addressed only to 
me, personally, which I hope you will agree was 
not quite appropriate. 

You implied I was surprised at your eloquence. 
Yet no surprise was either mentioned or implied 
in our letter nor was any surprise felt by me in 
any way. If there is any surprise, it is that you 
would somehow contrive to charge me gratuitos- 
ly with such an emotion and then reproach me for 
it. 

You do not enhance your credibility when you 
Say you are not “‘merchandising” your positions 
You seek to prove that unions have not been 
generally legally favored in the United States by 
citing one adverse case. Even a few cases would 
not disprove the generality. 

The case you mention is one in which the 
organization crassly, deliberately voilated and 
blatantly defaulted on its own contract - a con- 
tract whose other provisions it was committed to 
vigorously enforcing on its employer. 

We never mentioned Reagan's policies - prefer- 
ring that local issues be addressed on their own 
merits, but frankly, your partisanship is show- 
ing. ‘‘Trickle-down” was O.K. with you when 
Kennedy did it and apparently not O.K. when 
Reagan does it, 

The term itself is inappropriate and the present 
context complicated by other factors including 
initially, the presence of high interest rates which 


temporarily opposed its benefits. But that is 
another story. 

Incidentally, we are well aware of the context 
you plead including previous contract set- 
tlements. You, on the other hand, have given no 
recognition to the contexts we mention, such as 
the effect of your demands on the other tax- 
payers, other workers, and inflation. 

You have also ignored the context of your 
employer's increasing cost of your fringe 
benefits when you compare only your stated 
dollar pay and pay raises to be Consumer Price 
Index and its increments. 

I sincerely complimented you on your presen- 
tations and yet at one point in your letter you 
said, ‘‘You asked the voices of labor to be silent 
when it suits your advantage.” I never said it, 
never implied it, and never even felt that way. Do 
you? 

Please remember that with rights, including 
free speech, you also have the responsibility to 
refrain from charges that are completely untrue, 
unfair and irrelevant. 

You dare me to support your requests and yet 
you have completely ignored, or at least failed to 
answer our proposed considerations in for- 
mulating and pressing your requests. 

Sorry, but until we get some properly reasoned 
and civil, direct answers to the points we have 
raised, we must hold certain tentative positions. 

1. We, and other taxpayers who are not 
municipal employees, do care about you (see 
below) but there are many indications that you 
do not care about us - at least from a finan- 
cial/tax point of view. : 

2. You give us no credit at all for trying, at our 
own extra one-time expense, to see to it that no 
one will be out of a job because of the City’s 
private contracting or trash removal. In fact, 
trumpeting its cost and not the nature of it, you 
have tried to use it as an argument against us. 

3, You have piled civil service on top of union 
power and now you are trying to put political 
power on top of that. Also, through the DeNucci 
bill, you are trying to pre-empt our option to pro- 
vide City services by private contract. (‘‘Say it 
ain't so, Joe.‘') That, in itself, would be reason 
enough for the rest of us to insist on prevailing in 
this matter. 

4. You should try, more, to avoid errors of fact 
and logic if you want more credibility. You 
should not require infinite permissiveness or 
unreasoning 100 percent concurrence if you want 
willing sympathy to your cause. 

5. You scold and petition your employers who 
did not cut your pay, but keep electing the pur- 
ported big ‘‘heroes’’ who continue to cut your pay 
by taking away your money and inflating away 
your purchasing power. 

Now here is a tentative prophecy to think 
about. 

Those who are now asking you to rethink your 
viewpoints are likely to be better for you than 
those who pose as helpers of your cause.

Commission to study traffic overview

NEWTON To stop commuters from using 
residential streets in Chestnut Hill as short cuts, 
the Traffic Commission voted last week to study 
traffic as whole and end the city’s piecemeal ap- 
proach. 

“There is no easy way to go from north to south 
in Newton,” said Director of Planning Barry 
Canner. 

Drawing applause from Chestnut Hill residents 
during the meeting, the commission also recom- 
mended the aldermen remove traffic barriers 
and signs preventing entrance from Com- 
monwealth Avenue to Crosby, Manet, Hammond- 
swood, Old Colony, and Priscilla Roads, which 
are all residential streets. 

The restrictions were sought by different 
groups of residents needing traffic relief and 
often shifted traffic from one street to another in 
what City Engineer Paul Giunta called a 
“domino effect.”’ 

The traffic shifts instituted by the aldermen 
also resulted in residents of one street fighting 
with those of another street over traffic patterns. 

“We need to request a major traffic study be 


done, an origin and destination study, to deter- 
mine exactly where and when traffic is coming 
from," said Giunta. 

The study is called an origin and destination 
study, because cars will be randomly stopped 
and their drivers will be asked where they’re go- 
ing and where they came from, according to 
Giunta. Canner said he believed money for the 
study is available. 

The commission also responded to citizens’ call 
for the reopening of Reservoir Road bridge at the 
Newton, Brookline and Boston border. The 
bridge was closed in 1974 causing an estimated 
5,000 cars daily to find an alternate route. 

“We need to correspond with the appropriate 
people to request immediate action be taken to 
reopen Reservoir Road bridge,’ said Giunta, 
who received applause from residents seated in 
the chamber. 

Canner emphasized the need for the bridge say- 
ing, “There’s no question other communities 
have to share the traffic burden which Newton 
has been shouldering, afterall we do provide joint 
services to these communities.”” 
~ City Solicitor Daniel Funk said he is looking in- 
to the legality of Brookline closing its side of the 
bridge soon after the Department of Public 











Social workers picket DSS 


WEST NEWTON — Social workers Thurday 
picketed their own Cherry Street office, pro- 
testing that the state Department of Social Ser- 
vices (DSS) makes them ‘‘scapegoats”’ in child- 
abuse cases. 

As part of a state-wide demonstration, 14 
Newton social workers braved chill noon air to 
carry signs specifying their complaints. 

“We are the scapegoats of the system,"’ said 
local 509 office steward Maryanne Forgy. 

Forgy said social workers are unjustly blamed 
by managers of DSS whenever a child-abuse 
tragedy surfaces in the press. “You never hear 
about the children we protect,”’ she said.

According to DPW spokesman Bill Pizzano, 
money to repair the bridge is available and the 
specifications to make the repairs are all drawn 
up. 
“All we’re need is to have the towns settle their 
differences,” said Pizzano. 

On the removal of all traffic restrictions from 
Commonwealth Avenue to residential streets 
near Boston College, the commission wants 
aldermanic votes on placing traffic restrictions 
rescinded and the commission will remove 
similiar traffic restrictions on Wachusetts 
Avenue. 

In other action concerning Chestnut Hill, the 
commission approved plans presented by Giunta 
to put granite curbing on both sides of Hammond 
Street, a 5-foot sidewalk on the east side and a 24- 
foot width. Initial plans called for a 26-foot width. 

“We can live with a 24-foot width, the removal 
of a few trees, a foot path onthe westerly side of 
the street, granite curbing on both sides and a 
five foot sidewalk on the easterly side,” said 
Giunta speaking about Hammond Street. 

The commission held off on any action regar- 
ding College Road and its possibility of becoming 
a two way street. 

“The community has given a lot to Boston Col- 
lege (which owns most of the land along College 
Road) and they should work. with Newton to 
alleviate some of the traffic problems,” said Can- 
ner.

Zakim, Richard Glovsky, commis- 
sion chairman, and representatives 
of the various city departments. 
Glovsky is vacationing and 
unavailable for comment. 

During the initial meeting with 
workers from the public works, 
police, fire and school departments, 
some workers said it ‘is drilled into 
their heads’’ that the south side 
should receive preferential treat- 
ment treatment. A firefighter com- 
mented that because city workers 
are paid by the city, they are ‘“‘the 
object of the taxpayers wrath.”’ 

An Upper Falls mother said 
angrily that her son is the object of 
class segregation in school. A school 
department worker said it is dif- 
ficult for some to ‘‘grow up in the 
face of affluence (and) the image of 
affluence in Newton is there.” 

Zakim, who is also the Anti- 
Defamation League regional civil 
rights director, said the commission 
is seeking substantive ways to deal 
with prejudice in the city. 

“This isn’t just another report 
about brotherhood. What we're 
looking for is a serious attempt by 
various leaders and citizens to 
tackle a very complex issue,”’ 
Zakim said. ‘‘Anything can be con- 
sidered 

“Newton,”’ Zakim added,‘‘is in 
much better shape religiously and 
ethnically than other cities and 
towns in the Commonwealth.” 
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Immigration and Naturalization 
Service (INS) 
Sherry finished a six-month 


prison sentence Monday for the 
rape and said he was ‘“‘fed up” with 
the U.S. and didn’t want to become 
an American citizen after all 

At Monday’s hearing, the former 
anesthesiologist at Brigham and 
Women's Hospital in Boston 
withdrew is request for U.S. citizen- 
ship. 

Gaynor, a specialist in immigra- 
tion law, said the INS had sought to 
deport Sherry and prohibit him 
from again enterting this country 
“because he was convicted of a 
rape, a crime they wanted to bury 
him for, I guess. 

“In my estimation it was overkill, 
what they were trying to do,” 
Gaynor said Tuesday morning. ‘‘He 
was completely humiliated, his 
whole life had been ruined.”’ 

Acting at the doctor’s request, 
Suffolk Superior Court Judge 
Walter E. Steele had recommended 
Friday in a letter to the U.S. Im- 
migration and Naturalization Ser- 
vice that Sherry not be deported. 

Saying he wanted to leave the 
U.S. anyway, Sherry described his 
prison stay as “humiliating and 
degrading.’’ He served the required 
six months of his 3- to 5-year 
sentence at Concord State Prison. 
The remainer of the term was 
suspended. 

“I've had enough and I’m fed up,” 
Sherry said of his experience in the 
U.S., where he came in 1978 to prac- 
tice medicine. 
















By withdrawing his request for 
citizenship, Sherry will not be allow- 
ed back in the U.S. for at least a 
year under any circumstances. 
Gaynor said, however, that had he 
been deported his reentry to this 
country would have been prohibited 
without a special ruling from the US 
attorney general's office. 


Sherry, Dr. Arif Hussan, 31, of 
Brookline, and Dr. Alan Lefkowitz, 
31, of Waterbury, Conn., were con- 
victed on June 10, 1981, in Suffolk 
Superior Court on charges of raping 
a 28-year-old Brigham and 
Women's Hospital nurse in 
Rockport three years ago.

Newly re-appointed Chairman Thomas Larkin 
and Commissioner Michael McLaughlin sup: 
ported Schmidt’s motion to appoint the chair- 
man’s executive assistant, in this case William 
Gustus, as the chief administrative assistant to 
the commission 
sh commissioner now has one executive 
assistant, and the new move is not expected to 
create any vacancies. 

McLaughlin said he would like to see the pro- 
posal for a chief administrative assistant im- 
plemented on a six-month trial basis. According 
to Schmidt, having a central person handle the 
affairs of the office will eliminate confusion. It 
will provide a “clearer direction for the public 
and employees to perceive."’ 

It is uncertain if the upgrade in Gustus's posi- 
tion will entail a pay raise.

“We have 20 sidewalk tractors, 33 snow plows, 
20 sanders and 100 hired pieces of equipment 
working on streets and schools with the help of 
the Forestry Department,” said Arata, 

According to Deputy Public Works Commis- 
sioner Nunzio Piselli, the city allocated $461,000 
for snow removal. The figure does not include 
labor costs, he added. 

Arata said sanitation workers dug out trash 
barrels from the sidewalks and were a big help to 
the clean up effort. 

Hampering the snow removal job and 
children’s safety are residents who pile snow 
from their driveways on the sidewalks, said 
Arata. 

New England Telephone had 300 reports of 
telephone troubles in Newton, but expects to com- 
plete connections today, according to public in- 
formation manager Roberta Clement.

Local man files $10M libel-slander suit

CAMBRIDGE — The nephew of theatre-chain 
owner E.M. Loew has filed a $10 million libel- 
slander suit against two individuals connected 
with the movie and horse racing corporations 
controlled by Loew 

Named as defendants in the action are Sonja 
Loew, 435 Brush Hill Rd., Milton and Sascha 
Blank who lives in Middlesex County, according 
to the suit. 

Kenneth F. Loew, of 804 Chestnut St., Newton, 
a 1938 emigre from Austria, claims that he en- 
joyed “amicable” and “‘affectionate’’ relations 
with his uncle, Elias M. Loew from the time he 
emigrated until October 1981. At that time, the 
suit says, Kenneth Loew “‘inexplicably”’ was ter- 








minated from his employment and relationship 
with E.M. Loew and his corporations. 

Kenneth Loew, according to the suit, held 
various positions within several corporations 
controlled by Loew including director and clerk 
of E.M. Loe Theatres, Inc. and Bay State 
Horse Racing and Breeding Association, Inc. The 
nephew also served as admission, parking and 
program manager at the Foxboro race track 
operated by the Loew corporations. 

In the suit, Kenneth Loew alleges that defen- 
dants Sonja Loew and Sascha Blank “knowingly 
communicated false information to E.M. Loew” 
in an effort to ‘‘discredit” Loew's nephew and to 
induce the uncle to terminate his nephew's 
employment

“Some of the students had a lot of anxiety about getting up and speak-

NEWTON John Loretz of 
Newton sees community interest in 
a nuclear arms freeze a little like a 
roller coaster, with its peaks and

Yet Loretz and Beverly Droz, also 
of Newton, have been working 


behind the scenes with other local 
volunteers since Massachusetts 
voters passed a ballot question 
backing a freeze on nuclear arms 
production and deployment in 
November. 

As members of the all-volunteer 
Newton Action for Nuclear Disar- 
mament, the pair is part of some 70 
affiliates of the Women’s Action for 
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Nuclear Disarmament, based in 
Arlington. 

In 1982, Loretz says, the issue for 
local AND members was lobbying 
for passage of the freeze question 
That effort was successful as 
Massachusetts became one of eight 
states to approve such a receom- 
mendation for Capitol Hill's con 
sideraton. Only one state which had 
such a question on the ballot turned 
it down. 

Now the Newton AND group is 
gearing up for a meeting of the na- 
tional freeze lobby in Washington 
early in March 

The national organizers hope to 


have representatives from every 
Congressional district in the coun- 
try at the two-day rally, with those 
attending heading for the Hill to lob- 
by members of Congress individual- 
ly. 

“You can make o difference by 
getting to these individual, impor 
tant people,’ Loretz said last week,

Most Newton North and South 
High School students questioned 
last week by The Newton Graphic 
said a “friendly'’’ and “healthy’’ 
rivalry exists between the two 
schools. Competition, they said, is 
not based on the schools’ locations 
And, they frequently stressed, the

A final report by the Mayor's

The report, based on three 
meetings with city workers to 
discuss prejudice in Newton, cites 
concerns about Italian and Jewish 
bigotry. Workers also said they felt 
others “looked down on them" 
because of their jobs.

Figures comparing the union’s 
plan to SCA’s bid were very close, 
but Hickey pointed out city trash 
collection had costs other than 
labor, such as pensions, vehicle 
maintenance and liability insurance 
charges 

From Dec. 9 to 27, union 
negotiators and the city bargained 
for over 30 hours, but came to an 
“impasse” over the number of men 
needed to pick up trash, wages and 
holiday pay. 

The cit position called for 27 
workers, $370 a week and no holiday

They think they have 
bottle bill battle in can

AUBURNDALE ~— It's been a hectic first week 
for liquor stores across the state since the bottle 
bill became law, but a local store seems to have 
contained the nightmare of sorting out hundreds 
of customer's empties returned for a refund. 

‘The bottle law presented some problems for 
us at first, but we believe we have created an effi- 
cient system to cope with it,” said Forrest Ciop- 
pa, customer relations manager at Auburndale 
Liquors. 

In the back of the store is the “redemption 
center” where customers bring their empties for 
a refund, Bobby Kinahan is in charge of this new 
section and has the title of ‘redemption 
manager.’ 

“It’s a new title with new responsibilities 
says Kinahan modestly, who previously was in 
charge of the stock room. 

Customer Richard Civetti of Newton brought 
his empties in and collected $3.25, a refund he 
calls “forced savings.” 

“T don’t really like the idea of a deposit, but it’s 
the law,” said Civetti. 

The system set up by the management of 
Auburndale Liquors separates each container by 
color and by wholesaler. The empties are 
deposited in different boxes at the rear of the 
store and are later collected by carriers con- 
tracted by the distributors. The store has 12 
distributors and each has its own numbered 
deposit stamp. 

When a customer brings in clean bottles free of 








any chips, undented cans and plastic bottles, 
Kinahan adds up their value and writes out a 
receipt for the returns and initials it. The 
customer brings the initialed receipt to the 
cashier for a refund. 

Robert Recco the store’s general manager ex- 
plained to one customer how to curb the desire to 
crush a beer can after it is emptied. 

“Just remember ever: n you crush costs you 
a nickel,” said Recco. Case cartons for bottles 
are worth 30 cents, he added. 

Ken Anderson of Wellesley explained, he would 
have a hard time remembering the advice 
because he enjoys crushing the can between his 
two fingers. 

Numerous signs hang from the store’s ceiling 
and walls comparing the total price of a 
beverage, including the deposit, to the actual 
cost. 

Cioppa said the week before the bottle bill 
became law, the store did a booming business. 

“It was better than Christmas with people 
stocking up on beer before the price went up,”’ 
said Cioppa. Business is back to normal now, he 
added. 

Cioppa said the new law puts some burden on 
the cashiers, because they have to pay out 
refunds and it causes some delay. Also the 
redemption center must always be manned dur- 
ing store hours. 

The bottle law requires that customer’s 
deposits are refunded in the form of cash or a 
credit slip, redeemable for cash or merchandise, 
when they return containers to a store or redemp- 
tion center.

Keep board's 
amateur status 


Anyone who would set forth the belief 
that school boards aren’t political bodies 
would be indulging fantasy. Indeed they 
are just that. 


Now comes a question as to whether 
these local agencies which set policy and 
make rules would become more politicized 
if members were paid annual stipends. 


A law which permitted cities and towns 
to do so was enacted in the past year. Its 
adoption ought to be discouraged. There is 
no doubt whatever here that putting a com- 
pensation inducement along with the op- 
portunity to serve on a school board is no 
guarantee the public interest will be better 
served. 


Perhaps we're being just a bit on the 
naive side, but it seems to us the candidate 
quality would not be enhanced and might 
even be diminished with a monetary con- 
sideration involved. 


Men or women now attracted to the 
responsibility do so largely because it of- 
fers them a chance to render a public ser- 
vice on a strictly voluntary basis. 


There’s something refreshing about the 
amateur standing of a school board 
member. It gives the individual not only a 
lot of personal satisfaction, but a measure 
of independence which over the long haul 
contributes much to the quality of educa- 
tion in a community. 


While the boards play political hard ball, 
to be sure, they do so with a certain 
amount of detachment that can be in- 
hibited by a stipend. 


Some months ago in the city of Newton, a 
drive for school committee compensation 
was talked about and died without moving 
to a serious stage. But over in Medford the 
mayor of that city, no less, Paul Donato, is 
the initiator of an effort to pay members. It 
is not a self-interest effort, evidently. 


The Medford chief executive simply 
believes ‘‘the day of volunteerism is over; 
people should be compensated for their 
devotion to public office.” 


Watertown School Supt. Daniel O’Con- 
nor is suggesting a $100 monthly allocation 
to board members for what he terms ‘‘ex- 
penses.”’ But this is really an open door to 
ultimate salary status. 


It is true enough few public jobs are now 
handled without pay, even to the extent of 
per meeting emoluments to those who 
serve on a whole variety of municipal 
boards. This has been the trend since 
World War II. It could well be difficult to 
get persons with skills or interest to be 
willing to give their time for tasks that can 
be tedious. 


Public school education is something 
special in the parent-pupil area that is so 
Sensitive, however. It is also a system 
which has worked well without payment, 
so why change? 


Mayor Donato is wrong about 
volunteerism being dead, of course. Every 
community has hundreds of persons who 
offer a disclaimer as they work for nothing 
to help hospitals, the Red Cross, YMCAs, 
Boys’ Clubs, church projects and all man- 
ner of enterprises in the public interest. 
School committees ought to keep their 
amateur standing.

Did MassPort switch 
jeopardize relations?

Is this any way to runa port authority? 

The firing of Me chusetts Port Authority 
Director David Davis, the hiring of successor Lou 
Nickinello, the firing of Nickinello, and the rehir- 
ing of Davis reinforced public opinion politicians 
take care of themselves and their allies. 

But the rapid rehiring of Davis has some politi- 
cians wondering whether new Gov. Michael 
Dukakis played a political trump card too early. 

Once Dukakis discovered a loophole in the law 
that let him wrest control of the Massport board 
by ousting two appointees of former Gov. Ed- 
ward J. King, he could have let Nickinello dangle 
for months. 

Nickinello was a hand-picked favorite not only 
of King, but of the legislative leadership because 
he was House chairman of the transportation 
committe. 

Although rated ‘‘completely unacceptable” by 
an advisory committee, he was selected by King 
appointees after another farcical nationwide 
search costing more than $30,000, in what some 
critics felt was a political payoff. 

Like King, he was pro-development and Davis 
supporters were incensed at his appointment. 
They thought bulldozers would be revving up 
again as they were in the days when King himself 
headed the authority. 

Dukakis though has been wooing the 
Legislature avidly this time around, unlike in his 
first term from 1975-79. Even his cordiality has 
been mostly spurned though, with House Speaker 
Thomas McGee, D-Lynn, especially wary. 

When Nickinello was appointed, McGee 
jumped into the air near his podium, clenched his 
fist and said ‘“‘all right!"’ 

The firing of Nickinello then may signal a new 
cold war between Dukakis and the Legislature. 

Dukakis doesn't like the political side of 
government and had two choices in the Massport 
fiasco: fire Nickinello right away or make him 






wait until the governor got what he wanted from 
the Legislature. 

That would let McGee save face. 

That Dukakis didn’t wait showed too that he in- 
tends to establish a tough tone of integrity and 
refusal to compromise on what he believes are 
issues essential to the public, and not to politi- 
cians. 





Rep. Royall Switzler prais- 
ed Dukakis for moving 
quickly to replace Lou 
Nickinello without consider- 
ing the political fallout. But 
he noted Dukakis ‘“‘is going 
to get nothing out of the 
Legislature for the next four 
years.” 





Rep. Royall Switzler, R-Wellesley, applauded 
Dukakis for moving swiftly and not considering 
the political fallout. But, he noted, Dukakis ‘‘is 
going to get nothing out of the Legislature for the 
next four years.”’ 

Switzler said that another legislator, Rep. John 
Cusack, D-Arlington, had given Dukakis a warn- 
ing when he said ‘when one of us gets cut, we all 
bleed.” 

The Legislature is a self preservation society 
where those who play the game almost never 
have to worry about finding work again. 

If they don’t give up the job to be a judge, they 
can always be an underassistant something or 
other in a state agency, Already Nickinello has 
sent out feelers he'd be interested in that type of 
sinecure. 

“If I can play a meaningful role in the public 
sector as it relates to transportation, I'll consider 
it,’ he said. “If there’s not, I’m not looking for a 
job.”

Water woes may end with audit 


NEWTON — A chorus of com 
plaints about late and bloated water 
bills might be stifled if an audit of 
the city’s Water and Sewer Division 
can find the source of the problem 

Mayor Theodore D. Mann has 
contracted Touche Ross, a Boston 
accounting firm, to conduct a com- 
plete operational audit of the divi 
sion 

Mann said the audit will study 
why water bills have been so late 
and why the amounts on the new 
bills are so high 

“We recognize there is a pro- 
blem,’’ Mann said 

The problem has reached such 
proportion that City Comptroller 
Larry Marino recently attached a 
note to his monthly financial state- 
ment to the aldermen alluding to 





substantial problems in the billing 
system of the Water Division and 
promised that action was forthcom- 
ing 

Concerning the high totals on the 
latest water bills, Mann explained 
that the old meters, which have 
recently been replaced, were inac- 
curate 


“The new remote meters give a 
better idea of the useage," he said 
“It's all leading ultimately to better 
water conservation. Historically, 
cities have lost something like 25 
percent of their water through leaks 
in the system.” 


Mann did not say the new remote 
meters were giving the readings an- 
ticipated when new water and 
sewer rates were calculated

As president of the medical staff, 
Dr. Rubenstein s: he plans to en- 
courage the medical staff to assess 
the unmet medical needs in our 
community and to take part in the 
planning of programs to satisfy 
these needs. 








Dr. McCartney came to the 
hospital in July 1967.

Mann hopes the 
auditors will ‘design a step-by-step 
action plan for fully automating the 
billing system, resolving the ex- 
isting billing backlog and putting 
billing on a current basis within the 
existing fiscal year.” 


Another aim of the audit will be to 
analyze the administrative struc- 
ture and functions of this division of 
the Department of Public Works. 
The audit is designed to show how 
these functions can be merged with 
those of the DPW to streamline the 
whole department 


Along with determining what staf- 
fing is appropriate to the division, 
the audit will evaluate what the role 
of the former commissioner of 
water and sewer should be within a 
new organizational plan for the 
department. 


Auditors are also being asked to 
assess the city’s existing policy of 
providing new service connection 
construction with DPW staff. 


Representatives of Touche Ross 
have agreed to monitor the im- 
plementation of their recommenda- 
tions within the department for six 
months after the audit is completed. 
That monitoring is to include on-site 
consultation with the department 
staff at least once every three 
weeks. 


Mann’s trash idea 


In the latest rounds of those 
negotiations, representatives of the 
workers whittled down their work 
force requirements from 50 to 28, at- 
tempting to counter a bid from a 
private contractor, SCA Inc. The ci- 
ty insists on 27 workers at most 

The sanitation workers’ union 
wants a weekly wage of $375; the ci- 
ty offers $370. 

Hickey was the star witness 
before the committee. The meeting 
was dedicated to hearing, and 
criticizing, his analysis of the 
mayor's proposal and the union’s 
alternatives. 

Hickey was late. Committee 
members sat and waited for him. 
When committee member Harold 
Levinsky came in and _ noted, 
“There's such a tremendous silence 
in here,’ he was told, ‘‘The bomb 
didn’t go off yet.”’ 

“But the fuse is lit, and it’s ready 
to go,’ Chairman Richard McGrath 
interjected. 

The fireworks went off many 
times during the-3%2 hour meeting. 
Unless those involved could listen 
while they were talking, very little 
information changed hands. 

At times, McGrath was poised on 
the edge of his chair ready to 
counter Hickey’s flurries of 
criticism. Hickey had to leave the 
room in the midst of one especially 
hot exchange ‘‘to get a drink of 
water.”” 
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Alderman Elaine Gentile, criticiz- 
ed the Executive Department - par- 
ticulary the Personnel Department 
- for letting disciplinary problems in 
the Sanitation Division get so bad 
the only solution was private 
pickups. 

“The problem is, everybody sits 
up here in their pretty suits and 
leather chairs and they never find 
out what the job is really like,’’ Gen- 
tile said, adding that she had gone 
out on a trash truck just to see what 
the job really involved. 

Between bursts, her fellow com- 
mittee member Richard Bullwinkle 
advised her, “Stop and take a 
breath.” 

“No. I’m on a roll, and I’m not 
stopping,”’ Gentile replied. It would 
be nice to put the trash out to con- 
tract and avoid problems that have 
built up over the years, she added. 
“But, I think that’s a cop out.” 

Freshman Levinsky told his col- 
leagues, ‘I don’t see that one thing 
has been accomplished. I have 
never seen adults act like such 
children. I think it’s unfortunate 
and shameful, and I've learned very 
little tonight.”’ 


McGrath assured him the dif- 
ferences in the presentations were 
only a matter of style. 


Bullwinkle pointed out to him, 
“Well modulated tones can do 
violence too, with untruths.””

The commission’s report includes 
several recommendations, made to 
Mayor Theodore Mann, for greater 
community interaction in an effort 
to deal with the issue of prejudice. 

Leonard Zakim, commission 
member, said the recommendation 
to change the high schools’ names 
was nota priority. But it was includ- 
ed in the report because it was fre- 
quently cited during the meetings, 
held since last May. 

Mayor Mann said renaming the 
high schools is the School Commit- 
tee’s responsibility. 

School Committee Chairperson 
Nancy Mann was skeptical Thurs- 
day that the names of the high 
schools add to tensions. But if

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Advice offered 
on tax appeals 


NEWTON — Advice on appealing 
property tax abatement applica- 
tions has come from a man who 
might know as much about the pro: 
cess as anyone in the city, John 
Rogers, president of Save Our 
Homes II (SOH II) 

Considerable confusion has 
resulted from a recent decision by 
the city’s Board of Assessors to 
alter its original stand on abate- 
ment procedures and dramatic 
changes in the fee schedule of the 
Appelate Tax Board (ATB), the 
state board to which all abatement 
appeals must go after the Assessing 
Department 

The assessors recently decided 
that taxpayers may now elect an in- 
formal hearing before the ATB if 
their properties are valued at less 
than $200,000. 

Their previous decision to make 
all appeals formal meant that 
anyone opting to go before the ATB 
would have required a lawyer to see 
them through some more com- 
plicated legal procedures. 

Informal appeals require neither 
a lawyer nor a court stenographer, 
according to Rogers. The disad- 
vantage of an informal appeal to the 
ATB is that, if it is denied, there is 
no legal recourse to appeal to a 
higher authority. 

Filing costs for appeals to the 
ATB are now $50 for properties 
valued between $100,000 and 
$500,000, according to Rogers, and 
$20 for properties valued below 
$100,000. The fee is to be included 
with the application. 

The previous fee for ATB appeals 
was 30 cents per $1,000 of assessed 
value. 

Rogers said taxpayers may sit in 
on hearings at the ATB ‘“‘to get a feel

for the hearing process.’’ ATB hear 
ings begin at 10 a.m., Monday 
through Thursday, 100 Cambridge 
Street, Boston 

Forms for ATB appeals are 
available at the Assessors’ Office in 
City Hall, according to Rogers. He 
recommended that information 
related to the appeal, such as 
photographs or appraisal 
documents, should be brought to the 
ATB hearing and not included with 
the application. 

He added that there was no need 
to inform the Board of Assessors of 
an appeal to the ATB, as the ATB 
will take care of notification 

About the ATB process, Rogers 
said there was really no need for 
legal counsel at an informal hear- 
ing. He quoted an ATB official as 
saying, ‘If you do your homework, 
you can handle yourself."’ 

Rogers said he was also told by 
the ATB that most cases, ‘‘about 90 
percent,”’ are settled before a hear- 
ing by mutual agreement between 
the appellant property owner and 
the Assessing Department. He 
recommended that taxpayers bring 
their requests to that department 
before their ATB hearing. 

The president of SOH II further 
advised, ‘If you are considering 
pursuing your appeal past the ATB 
to the Supreme Judicial Court, you 
should file a formal appeal. An in- 
formal filing waives your right of 
appeal to the SJC in all matters of 
fact.” 

Wary of the constantly shifting 
terrain of the revaluation process, 
Rogers said, ‘Although is is most 
unlikely that ATB filing costs will 
again be changed in the foreseeable 
future, some procedural changes 
may again be made by the 
Assessors’ Office.

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Surgeons implant chemotherapy pump 


NEWTON Newton-Wellesley 
Hospital recently became the first 
community hospital in New 
England to surgically implant in a 
patient a pump that infuses 
chemotherapy directly into a 
cancerous organ. 

A team of surgeons led by James 
Vernon, M.D., successfully im 
planted the device into a 32-year-old 
woman with cancer of the colon that 
had metastasized to her liver, 

The pump, manufactured by In- 
fusaid of Norwood, consists of two 
chambers, The outer chamber con- 
tains a liquid propellant that 


with cancer-fighting medication by 
an injection through the skin, it ex 
pands and compresses the pro 
pellant in the outer chamber. The 
pressure of the varporized pro: 
pellant releases the medication 
through a catheter into the hepatic 
artery and directly into the liver at 
a slow and constant rate 


The pump is filled every two 
weeks by a registered nurse in 
Newton-Wellesley Hospital's Outpa- 
tient Department, where a variety 
of comprehensive medical services 
are provided to oncology patients 


Surgery Paul F, Gryska, M.S., and 
Jack S. Parker, M.D., were re- 
quired to implant the pump because 
the patient’s unusual arrangements 
of arteries made the insertion pro- 
cess very difficult. The patient was 
able to return home eight days after 
surgery 


The internal infusion pump was 
developed several years ago and for 
three years pilot studies were done 
to determine its effects. 


Dr. Vernon reports the results of 
these studies “look too good to be 
true. It appears that in a sizeable 


liver, the liver tumors do respond to 
the medication delivered by this 
type of pump. Although we don’t yet 
know how long the response will 
continue, these initial studies sug 
gest that a substantial prolongation 
of life is possible."’ 

This past summer the FDA 
released the pump for general use, 
although surgeons need special 
training before they can implant the 
device 

While the success of the implant 
has only been demonstrated in pa- 
tients with cancer in the liver which 
has spread from the colon and 
which has not traveled to any other 


have the potential to be used for 
cancers elsewhere in the body 

Its success in prolonging the lives 
of patients with cancer in the liver is 
due to a number of factors. 

First, the liver is one of the most 
frequent sites that cancer spreads 
to. Secondly, the blood supply of the 
liver is such, anatomically, that it 
can be successfully approached, in 
most cases, by inserting a catheter 
in branch of the hepatic artery. And

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Elderly awoke 
with faulty heat

NEWTON LOWER FALLS 
Elderly residents of a city housing 
development woke up Thursday 
morning to estimated 45 degree 
temperatures in their 42 unit apart- 
ment building 

Outside temperatures hovered in 
the zero-iegree range and could 
have contributed to the ‘technical 
problem” of the building's heating 
controls malfunctioning, according 


to city housing director Frank 
Quinn. 
Homemaker Cathy O'Connor, 


wearing a fisherman knit sweater, 
said the apartments weren't too 
bad, but the common rooms wert 
cold, 

“It’s usually very warm here, 
because each apartment has its own 
thermostat, but it’s quite different 
today,” said O'Connor. 

Access to residents’ rooms was 
not permitted, but the baseboard 
heaters in the common areas were 
stone cold at 9:30 a.m 

One elderly woman reported she 
was using her kitchen oven and a 
portable heater to keep warm in her 
apartment, which she said felt 
about 45 degrees. 

Another woman wearing a coat 
and a hat said she was using a por- 
table heater too, ‘I used to havi 
another one, but I gave it away. I 
sure wish I had it now,”’ she said.

Hamilton Grove apartments cost 
roughly $1.3 million to build, ae- 
cording to Planning Director Barry 
Canner, The building has skylights 
on the roof. One elderly resident 
was perched just inside his apart- 
ment’s skylight enjoying the sun’s 
warmth in an effort to keep warm 

A spot check found no housing 
maintenance personnel in the apart- 
ment building’s furna ‘oom. 

Many heating control systems use 
small amounts of air pressure to 
operate the automatic controls and 
if there not maintained properly 
moisture can get in the lines and 
cause them to freeze up, according 
to a local heating service company 

Other winter-related problems 
the authority is experiencing were 
aired by Quinn at a housing meeting 
on Thursday. 



























“We're having a lot of problems 
with broken shear pins in our snow 
blowers, because of all the ice, said 
Quinn. This is worse than the Bliz- 
zard of '78,” he added. 





Quinn said the authority’s objec- 
tive is to clear the 
eight housing projects to 
emergency vehicles to enter.

Many elderly residents have been 
calling up the authority asking for 
help in shoveling off their cars, but 
Quinn explained he lacked the man- 
power to do this. He expressed 
dismay when residents do clean off 
their cars in the housing unit’s 
driveway, making it necessary to 
replow the area. 

“They should clear a little bit off 
the windshield and drive out to the 
street and clean the car off there,”’ 
suggested Quinn. 


Former head 
of city DPW 
nixes state job 


NORWOOD — John Carroll of Milton, Norwood 
town mana . and former director of the 
Newton DPW, said Tuesday morning that he has 


turned down an offer to head up the state Depart 






ment of Public Works under Gov. Michael 
Dukakis 
Carroll served as director of the Newton DPW 





in the early 1970s. His career in public works 
began in 1953 when he joined the staff of Lex 
ington’s DPW as a civil engineer. Within three 
years after starting that job, he was appointed 
assistant superintendent and by 1967, he was 
named both superintendent of public works and 
town engineer 








New England Construction Magazine lured 
him away from that job in 1967. There, he served 
as public works editor and later as the publica 
tion’s chief editor from 1970 through 1971 








While working on the magazine, Carroll also 
headed up the Massachusetts Association of Con- 
tractors, a job that later led to his appointment as 
state DPW Commissioner. 








When Dukakis was turned out of office in 1978, 
Carroll moved into the $48,000 per year town 
manager's position in Norwood 


“There are a lot of reasons why I did not take 
the job. One of them is that there are a lot of 
things I want to see finished up in Norwood,” said 
Carroll, who served as DPW commissioner dur- 
ing Dukaki st term. ‘‘We have a lot of pro- 
jects going on that I want to see concluded,” he 
added, naming the downtown renovation and the 
University Avenue extension projects as two of 
his prime interests. 









Carroll said he was offered the state DPW com- 
missionership this weekend by former boss 
Frederick Salvucci, secretary of transportation 
under Dukakis. After careful consideration, Car- 
roll turned down the offer. 















“It w a very complicated decision,”’ the 54- 
year-old Carroll admitted in a telephone inter- 
view this morning.'*The town of Norwood has 
paid me well and right now, I don’t see any 
reason to leave.” 


Carroll did not give any other reasons for his 
decision in turning down the $44,675 to $56,317 per 
year job. He said his decision was personal. He 
did not, however, rule out the possibility that he 
may accept another job offer with the Dukakis 
administration. 








“For the sake of my family, I al s keep my 
eyes open,”’ he said, noting that he has not receiv- 
ed any indication that he is being considered for 
another job under the new governor. 








Known in the Dukakis camp as a “hard work- 
ing and diligent’ administrator, Carroll won 
favor with the governor and the admiration of 
colleagues when he headed up the state DPW in 
1974.
